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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 

Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 

1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, pur- 
chase, receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, 
the annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
•may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of Said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.” 
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Resolved in Alternation, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five thous- 
and dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating Tue 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the follow-ing: “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers.

Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the oflace of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re- 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 


ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice.

STATE CXDNVENTION 


BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE 1. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The order of business for the first session of the annual 
meeting shall include the following: 

Call to Order. 

Reading of the Scriptures. 

Prayer. 

Address by President. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Report of Board of Managers. 

Report of Finance Committee. 

Report of Treasurer. 

Election of Convention Officers. 

Annual Sermon. 

Sec. 5. The sessions of the annual meeting shall he under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 6. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 7. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 8. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 
of May. 


ARTICLE II. COMMITTEES OP THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 
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Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting; 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the program of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary, and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Constitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published' yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OP CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OP THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One before the adjournment of the annual 
meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by 
itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
automatically create a vacancy. All vacancies shall be filled at the 
next meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 
In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 


ARTICLE II. DUTIES OP THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact ail business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget. 
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Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
American Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the. expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in.tliese By-LaAvs. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may he needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall he a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation, consisting as fai as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 

President, who shall be chairman. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on M^ork Among New Americans, consisting of five 

members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 
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G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OP MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The chairman of the committee, who shall be elected by the 
Board of Managers, shall be the representative of the Convention on 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the Board 
of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal adviser, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 
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(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted by the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may he promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 
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Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperating with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention thi-ough the 

General Secretary or his associates. 

« 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism, 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through which the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Committee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
he fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers, pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board, 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 
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Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 

Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

ARTICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee: provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
(flOO) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activ- 
ities of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention. 
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Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education, shall have special charge of the work 
of religious education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman or the vice-chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum hs the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 

as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
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three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall excute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the prop- 
erty. 

ARTICLE VI.AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by the 
settlement of the estate.

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The One Hundred and Fifth Annual Session 

of 

THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION 


Stamford, Conn., October 16-17, 1928. 

The One Hundredth and Fifth Annual Meeting of The Connecti- 
cut Baptist Convention was held in the meeting-house of the Stamfoid 
Baptist Church, Stamford, October 16, 17, 1928. Dr. David A. Pitt pre- 
siding. 

The Convention was called to order at 9:30 a. m., Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 16. The devotional period was conducted by Rev. Charles N. Ar- 
buckle, D. D., Newton Centre, Mass., who spoke on “The Transfigura- 
tion of Jesus as Related to Us” and closed his brief address with 
prayer. 

Rev. J. C. Hendrickson, chairman of the Program Committee, sub- 
mitted a printed program and outlined minor changes. It was Voted; 
That the printed program as presented be adopted subject to any 
necessary changes. 

Rev. J. C. Hendrickson, pastor of the entertaining church, wel- 
comed the Convention to the church and city. He said the church 
was the second oldest in the city — founded 155 years ago, with a not- 
able history and succession of pastors. They were happy in having 
the Convention, which was being entertained with the hearty coopera- 
tion of the other city churches. 

President Pitt responded, expressing appi’eciation for the hearty 
invitation of the church, the fine welcome and the evident spirit of hos- 
pitality. President Pitt then delivered his annual message as follows: 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

We are gathered in this 105th annual meeting of the Baptists of 
Connecticut to report on the work of the year that is past and to plan 
for the year ahead. The purpose of the Convention in the beginning 
was missionary, and our purpose in meeting today is missionary in the 
finest and fullest meaning of that term. 

This last year has been unique in matters missionary both denom- 
inational and interdenominational. It was the 1900th anniversary of 
the beginning of the earthly ministry of our Lord. If each of the 
years of this three year period should record events as significant as 
those of the last year we might see this period followed by a world- 
wide Pentecost that would mean more to the 20th century than the 
original pentecost meant to the first century. 
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It was during passiontide last Spring that there gathered on the 
Mount of Olives representatives of 50 nations to take counsel together 
regarding the world-wide Kingdom of God. Nothing quite so signifi- 
cant as this is known to modern Church history. True, Edinboro in 
1910 was a precursor of Jerusalem in 1928, but in many ways this was 
a much more significant meeting than the one in Edinboro eighteen 
years before. On Olivet the younger churches of the Orient had recog- 
nition beyond anything dreamt of at Edinboro. Moreover, the inclu- 
siveness of the Gospel, not only for all the world but for all the life of 
all the world, was given fresh emphasis in this recent gathering. 
Again, the method of the Master, the method of education and train- 
ing was given a prominence beyond anything known in the history of 
modern missions. Better become acquainted with what happened on 
Olivet last Spring for it will be referred to for at least a decade. 

If the Jerusalem Conference was the most significant thing that 
happened among the churches, the Pact of Paris was the most signifi- 
cant thing that happened among the nations. This peace pact is full 
of promise for the Kingdom of God. They tell us that the Great War 
has been the greatest handicap to missionary work in the last ten 
years. It is entirely possible that the Pact of Paris will be one of our 
greatest aids in the years ahead. The Church must do her full share 
here in the United States to see that the pact is ratified by our Senate. 
It is hoped that the observance of Armistice Day will make a large con- 
tribution toward this end. As you know. Armistice Day falls on Sun- 
day this year. Secretary of State Kellogg, in speaking to a group of 
Christian leaders, asked for just such support from the Churches. 

One of the two men most likely to be our next President says that 
our foreign policy has just one object, and that is Peace. He has 
defined our domestic policy and purpose in these words: 

“Our purpose is to build a human society, not an economic sys- 
tem.” 

He adds that prohibition in the last analysis must be judged by its 
effect on the home. 

Now over against this we have the cry for personal liberty. Per- 
sonal liberty for what? Personal liberty to build up the home in lov- 
ing service and sacrifice, or personal liberty to gratify the fiesh even 
if it tears down the home and ruins wife and children? in nine cases 
out of ten in my experience personal liberty means the latter. I am 
against thalt kind of personal liberty and I am confident that the Bap- 
tists of Connecticut will do their full share to elect to the Presidency 
the man who stands for the American home at its best. 

Turning now to matters denominational the last year brings us 
great encouragement. Consider the significance of that large gather- 
ing in Toronto of the representatives of the Baptists of the world, 
bringing to us a new world consciousness and also a sense of world 
mission. Little wonder that Dr. Truett on the last night of the Toron- 
to Convention said, “This unity of the Baptist spirit is the marvel of 
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the world.” To see men and women from the ends of the earth, dif- 
ferent in almost everything except a common experience of the grace 
of God;— to see their unity of purpose and passion for Christ and His 
Kingdom is second in significance only to that larger fellowship repre- 
sented on the Mount of Olives. 

When we turn from Toronto to the meeting of the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention in Detroit last June we find things equally heartening. 

I am tempted to say that there has been nothing like it in our denom- 
ination in the North for a quarter of a century. Certainly there has 
been nothing approaching it since the beginning of the New World 
Movement ten years ago. The Detroit Convention was the result of 
many infiuences ; one of the most important was the sacrificial service 
of the President, William C. Coleman; another factor was the splendid 
program which unified our work as it had not been done before, in- 
cluding the home, industry, the press, prohibition, and world 
peace as well as millions abroad. The dying down of the fundamen- 
talist-modernist controversy and the victorious spirit resulting from 
an increase in receipts of over half a million all these helped to make 
the Detroit Convention unique in recent Baptist history. 

Now what is the significance of all this as we focus it on our work 
here in Connecticut? It should encourage every faithful worker in all 
our Churches. It should make us feel that our labors have not been in 
vain in the Lord. Connecticut has had no small part in relation to the 
world-wide Kingdom, in relation to the denominational task. The spir- 
it of unity has prevailed here throughout these trying years. Con- 
necticut has been one of the leaders of the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion both in her spirit of Christian unity and in her loyal support of 
the denominational program. Study the upward trend in our giving 
in the last four years as graphically portrayed in the report of the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation. If all the states had done as 
well as Connecticut there would be fewer unmanned fields, fewer brok- 
en missionaries, and more natives entering into the fulness of life 
which Christ came to make available for all. Remember, however, 
that in saying this we are comparing ourselves with ourselves. When 
we compare what we have done with what we might have done, in the 
light of what God has done for us in Christ, our hand is upon our 
mouth and we are prostrate in the dust before Him who loved us and 
gave Himself up for us all. 

The encouragement that comes to us from Jerusalem, Toronto, and 
Detroit should cause Connecticut to press the battle still more vig- 
orously during the coming year and lead the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention in every forward movement. 

There is one phase of our State work which has not had the at- 
tention it deserves, and that is evangelism. I wonder how many of 
our people realize that we have made no gains numerically in twenty 
years. In 1908 we reported 122 more members than we reported in 
1927. 
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A year ago I suggested a program that would cover these anni- 
versary years of our Lord’s earthly ministry. No committee took this 
more seriously than the Committee on Evangelism. As a result they 
have planned a program that is intended to reach every corner of the 
State. They have engaged Rev. Raymond W. Cooper for several 
months to lead us in visitation evangelism. It is earnestly hoped that 
every one of our Churches will participate heartily in this effort. The 
plan is to work from strategic centers but to include every outlying 
Church in that district or association. This program is full of prom- 
ise for the participating Churches and for all our State work. 

Just two words of warning; the first is that we beware of mak- 
ing this a mere membership campaign. Any Church which does that 
will find that the last state of that Church is worse than the first. 
Those of you who are familiar with the half-way covenant in New Eng- 
land know what I mean. It was Jonathan Edwards who opposed the 
half-way covenant and fought the battle for a spiritual Church. In the 
great awakening that followed the Baptists began to come to their own 
in New England. Baptists must never forget that the great awaken- 
ing and our foreign mission undertaking put the Baptist cause on its 
feet in these United States. 

Let us then learn from history and let us be careful in selecting 
those who will go into the homes to talk to the people about the 
Christian way of life. Let us send only those who have had an ex- 
perience of the grace of God and are striving to walk in this way 
themselves. And let us not commercialize the undertaking by talking 
about a list of prospects. Rather let us face up to our responsibility 
list and go to these in a spirit of concern, confident that God will give 
to our Churches as many of these as we can properly care for and de- 
velop into fullgrown Christian men and women. 

The other word of warning has to do with the inclusiveness of our 
responsibility list. Let us see to it that this list includes some within 
the Church as well as those who are without. A great Christian Week- 
ly recently had this to say on this very point: “Churches never seem 
to lack a concern for adding to their membership, but too often they 
appear strangely indifferent to the listless character of the religion 
which their present members exhibit. . . . The Church that should 
concentrate for a while on the deepening and enriching of the lives 
of its present members might find its community infiuence increasing 
more rapidly by that method than by any other scheme of evangelism 
which could be projected.” 

The trouble with that editorial is that it emphasizes one thing at 
the expense of another, Christian culture at the expense of evange- 
lism. Would it not be better to say, “This you ought to have done and 
not to have left the other undone?” Let us in our State program of 
evangelism be as inclusive as the Great Commission, “Go ye therefore 
and make disciples of all nations, baptizing them . . . . , teaching them 
to observe all things whatsoever I commanded you; and lo, I am with 
you always, even unto the end of the world.” 
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President Pitt named the following committees to report this 
year: —

The Board of Managers to The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greetings: — Your Board of Managers respectfully submits its one hun- 
dred fifth annual report covering its activities for the Convention year 
of 1927-1928. 


Meetings of the Board 

The Board and Executive Committee held its regular meetings. 
The Board divided itself into the committees ordered by the Constitu- 
tion. These committees have been faithful in the consideration of the 
affairs falling in the departments with which they are associated. The 
activities of these committees will be found in the departmental re- 
ports. 

In Memoriam 

During the year the Convention has suffered loss by death of three 
prominent and useful members of its official family. Henry H. Dickin- 
son, first vice-president of the Convention. He was a faithful member 
of the Board of Managers and of the Executive Committee. He was 
also vice-chairman of the Finance Committee. He died at his home in 
Hartford, October 24, 1927. Mr. Dickinson gave liberally of his time 
to the interests of the Convention, was wise and helpful in his counsel 
in financial, as well as spiritual matters. He was prominent in the 
official and working life of Memorial Church, Hartford. Arthur W. 
Fox, died March 2, 1928. He succeeded Mr. Dickinson, as vice-chair- 
man of the Finance Committee. Mr. Fox began his association with 
the Board through his leadership in the Laymen’s Council of the state, 
having represented that Council in National Council meetings. During 
his brief relationship with the Board, he impressed its members with 
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his fine spirit and -willingness to serve. Elias F. Wilcox, for many 
years a member of the Board and Executive Committee, having held 
the office of second vice-president and first vice-president, was faith- 
ful in his attendance, sympathetic in his attitude toward missionary 
work of the denomination, also in the association and his local church, 
Mystic. He died May 15, 1928. 

These men proved themselves to be “workmen that needeth not to 
be ashamed” and poured into the life of the denomination much of their 
splendid personalities, time and interest. The Board has taken proper 
notice of the deaths in form of memorial resolutions which have been 
spread upon the minutes and sent to the families. 

Administrative Activities 

The Board, acting through the general secretary, has carried on 
all the business of the year. This includes the administration duties 
which are varied and numerous. These duties include the regular 
business which annually is transacted by the Convention, the oversight 
and care of property held by the Convention, the giving of friendly 
counsel to churches and individuals seeking pastors or pastorates, 
maintaining the usual contacts with the denominational organization 
and its cooperating and affiliated societies and extending the spirit of 
fellowship, either in person or in financial aid, to other organizations 
denominational and otherwise. 

» 

The New Treasurer 

The Board elected the Hartford National Bank and Trust Company 
as its treasurer at the meeting of the Board held in Hartford, October 
19, 1927. The treasurer is the custodian of the trust and permanent 
funds of the Convention and has charge of the investments under the 
supervision of the Finance Committee. 

Promotional Activities 

The promotional activities are under the direction of Associate 
Secretary Horace B. Sloat and the Committee of Missionary Cooper- 
ation. A full account of these activities will be found in the report of 
the committee, through the secretary, elsewhere in the annual. The 
fine record of the year has been satisfactory to the Board and must be 
to the constituency. Attention is directed toward the upward trend 
of missionary giving during the last few years. Commendation is ex- 
tended to the churches who so loyally adopt a quota and faithfully en- 
deavor to meet it. Increasingly the churches are following the plan 
of paying one-twelfth of the quota monthly. Some churches have fol- 
lowed the recommendation of last year, that the church adopt a mis- 
sionary quota, underwrite it and recognize the responsibility for the 
payment of it equal to that of the responsibility for the current church 
expenses. The Board heartily commends “The Coleman Standard” 
for the consideration of all our churches. 
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Educational Activities 

The educational activities are under the direction of Rev. O. P. 
Campbell, the Committee of Religious Education, and the Young Peo- 
ple’s Council. A full report of these activities will be found in the 
report of the committee, through the secretary, published elsewhere in 
the annual. The report will tell the story of Ocean Park, Storrs Sum- 
mer Assembly, and various activities in the churches, Sunday schools 
and young people’s groups. The American Baptist Publication Society 
cooperates with the Convention in the payment of the salary and 
part of the expenses and in the church vacation school work. During 
the year, the head of the Religious Education Department of the A. B. 
P. S., Dr. Wm. E. Chalmers, “finished his course.” 

State Missions 

The missionary enterprises of the Convention within the state are 
under the direction of the general secretary. Committee on Aided 
Churches and the Committee on New Americans. This work is di- 
vided into two departments: that of Aided Churches and New Ameri- 
cans.

In addition, some of these and other churches have been aided by 
the Convention paying interest on the mortgages, while the church has 
been faithfully reducing the principal of the mortgage by an amount 
equal to the interest of the first year. The churches thus aided are: 

This church dupli- 
cated the work of a year ago and reduced its Indebtedness by the sum 
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of $1,200. Olivet Church, Hartford; Montauk Avenue Church, New

tiave all conscientiously carried out the agreement. Calvary Church, 
Torr'ington, in the report of last year statement was made of the cam- 
paign in the church to raise $22,000. to be paid on the indebtedness, the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society and the State Convention 
agreeing if the sum of $12,000. was raised by the local church, to loan 
$5,000 each for ten years without interest. This sum was raised and 
the notes by the local bank cancelled. The church is now turning its 
attention to the mortgage indebtedness held by the Chelsea Savings 
Bank, Norwich. The Convention has agreed to pay the interest if the 
church will reduce the principal of the indebtedness by the sum of 
$1,000. per year — $500. was paid on the principal in July. 

There has been several changes in the list of aided churches: 
Bristol, Swedish; East Lyme; Ledyard, Naugatuck and Orcuttville have 
dropped off because of changes in the program of the churches. 

The Stonington Union Association missionary. The arrangement 
established several years ago of the cooperation of the Convention and 
the Stonington Union Association in the support of Rev. Prank S. Rob- 
bins continued during the year. The Convention contributes $600. a 
year to the salary of the missionary and supplies him with a Ford au- 
tomobile. 

The North and South Colebrook Churches have had as summer 
supply. Rev. A. S. Woodworth, the pastor at Winsted. The buildings 
on both fields have been repaired during the year. The Colchester 
Church, Dana A. Lane, pastor, has repaired its parsonage. Mr. Lane, 
who has served the church for sometime, resigned recently in order to 
take up a course of study in the Theological Seminary, Bangor, Maine. 
Dunham Memorial Church has taken on new life under the leadership 
of Rev. F. W. Howell. Several additions by baptism and letter have 
been made during the year. The Naugatuck Church served so long by 
the late Rev. Francis C. Lamb, now has a student pastor and has not 
been on the aided list during the year. The Warrenville Church be- 
came pastorless on the resignation of Rev. Martin Heringer, D.D., 
which became effective the last of July. This church, the only Protest- 
ant church in the community, affords a field for some man with a vi- 
sion for a rural church and the relating of that church to the life of 
both the American and the foreign born resident. 

West Haven, First Church became pastorless at the expiration of 
the work of Rev. Bernard D. Adams, July 1st, Mr. Adams having ac- 
cepted a call to a church in New York state. This church, locat('d in 
the suburban area of New Haven, gives promise of becoming a strong 
church and an influential factor in the community and the denomina- 
tional life. Willimantic, Calvary Church, Rev. A. E. Hendricks, pastor, 
has been aided during the year. Mr. Hendricks has become the pastor 
of the Rockville, First African Church, which has made application to 
the Convention for aid. An interesting situation obtains in Rockville, 
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as the pastor of a strong church of another denomination has shown 
great interest in the work and has expressed a willingness to secure 
financial aid, for the church, in the community. 

Two churches have been added to the list during the year. Nor- 
wich, Third Church, which called Rev. Harry P. Brothwell to the full- 
time pastorate, found that it needed Convention aid to enable it to 
give the pastor a living salary. When the church was served by stu- 
dent pastors the current expense budget was raised without aid from 
the Convention. This church is very loyal to the denomination pro- 
gram and is among the churches on the “honor roll for missionary 
giving. The Stratfield Church, Rev. Francis C. Wheaton, pastor, ac- 
cepted aid from the Convention to enable it to secure the services of 
Mr. Wheaton. The Stratfield Church is located in a growing section of 
Bridgeport and vicinity. It is destined to be some day a strong sub- 
urban church.

New Americans 

The churches and missions among the groups of foreign born peo- 
ple, known as “New Americans” not including the German and 
Swedish churches, are under the supervision of the general secretary 
and the Committee on New Americans. This work is done in cooper- 
ation with the A. B. H. M. S. Sixteen fields have been ministered to by 
the Baptists in Connecticut during the year. These activities have 
Deen carried on among the Czecho-Slovaks, Hungarians, Italians and 
Russians. 

The Czeoho-Slovaks are located in Bridgeport and Torrington, the 
former worshipping in the German church and the latter in Calvary 
Church. Rev. Paul E. Skokan, who some years ago was a very suc- 
cessful missionary, has been leading these groups since December 
when Rev. George Georgoff was transferred to Pennsylvania. 

The Hungarians have two churches and one mission. Bridgeport, 
Rev. Ladislaus Revesz, pastor, painted its building during the year. 
The pastor, with the assistance of a student from the International 
Seminary, conducted a church vacation school and missionary meet- 
ings in Shelton, using the Baptist church as a center. This special 
work was financed by a gift from a friend of the Convention and was 
not a liability on the budget. The Wallingford Church, Rev. Stephen 
Balogh, pastor, and the South Norwalk Mission, Rev. Alexander Kinda, 
groups secured the services of Rev. Julius Kish, Perry, Ohio, an Hun- 
garian evangelist, who conducted evangelistic campaigns in the three 
centers with satisfactory results. 

Among the Italians we have two churches and four missions. First 
missionary, have carried on faithfully. In the autumn these three 
Italian Church, New Haven, Rev. J. E. Parrella, pastor, is happy in its 
new church home, the Grand Avenue meeting-house. A full program, 
covering the religious, physical, literary, civic and social education is 
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put on weekly. First Italian Church, Meriden, has outgrown its pres- 
ent quarters. The church has consulted with the State Convention and 
the A. B. H. M. S. with a view of enlarging its borders. There is a 
possibility that, as it is the only group doing Christian Americanization 
work in the city, that public spirited people in the other churches will 
come to the aid in this matter. 

The Ansonia mission. Rev. Salvatore LoPresti, missionary, did 
some extension work in Shelton, holding meetings in the First Baptist 
Church. The Bridgeport mission. Rev. Biagio Isgro, missionary, was 
handicapped for a part of the year by the illness of the missionary 
who, after two months in a sanatorium, returned to his post. His work 
dnring that time was carried on by Miss Cynthia Moore, missionary, 
aided by supply preachers. Miss Moore, who has served as a mis- 
sionary among the foreign born in Bridgeport has, as usual, rendered 
faithful service. The W. A. B. H. M. S. and the Bridgeport Council 
cooperate with the State Convention in supporting this missionary. 
During the year Miss Moore’s program has been revised and she has 
become the secretary of the Council and, under a supervising commit- 
tee, has broadened the scope of her helpful service. In Hartford, Rev. 
A. Roca, missionary, the need for a building better located for his mis- 
sion is an imperative need if the mission is to do its best work. It is 
now located in rented rooms on a limited number of hours. Water- 
bury, Italian mission. Rev. A. Ventura, missionary — during the year the 
old building purchased for that mission has been sold, new property 
purchased and plans are being carried into effect whereby the newly 
acquired building will be renovated and provision made for an audi- 
torium on the ground floor and the missionary’s residence on the up- 
per floors. 

The Russian work under the leadership of Rev. John Daviduk, 
pastor, carries on work in four centers, Hartford, Waterbury, Ansonia 
and Meriden. Mr. Daviduk is also editor and publisher of the Russian 
religions paper “The Sower of Truth.’’ During the year the sugges- 
tion of the Board that someone with a large heart and extra money, 
wishing to make an investment in a good kingdom enterprise, would 
do well to provide an automobile for this busy missionary, met with 
a tangible result. A benevolent friend presented the State Convention 
with an automobile for the use of the Russian missionary. The auto- 
mobile has proven to be a time saver and has multiplied the contacts 
of Mr. Daviduk. 

The Committee on New Americans, through W. E. Crittenden, 
chairman and W. J. Trevithick, has made a careful survey of the dif- 
ferent missions and will report to the Board in its meeting this autumn. 

Evangelism 

The Committee on Evangelism, Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, chair- 
man, was authorized by the Board of Managers to expend a sum not to 
exceed $ 1 , 800 . for the underwriting of a campaign for visitation evange- 
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lism to be conducted by Rev. Raymond W. Cooper. The only fiiancial 
obligation on the part of the churches participating in this canpaign 
will be a free will offering. Mr. Cooper has given a block of hjs time, 
extending from the latter part of October to sometime in March] twelve 
weeks in all. The aim of the committee is to so allocate Mr. Cooper 
and his campaign to different centers in the state that all of the chur- 
ches, through delegations sent to the center for five evenings in a 
week, may receive inspiration and information for conducting a cam- 
paign in the local church. Full information concerning these plans 
will be found in the report of the Committee on Evangelism. One of 
our busy ministers who has made a careful and extended studi of the 
rural church and its problems. Rev. Edwin E. Sundt, South WiJlington, 
is willing to aid any church desiring his services for a series of evan- 
gelistic meetings. This will be with the consent of his churcto. The 
fact that he is a busy pastor will limit the time that he may] give to 


this work. No church need consider itself too small to avail 
this golden opportunity. The State Convention secretaries are

willing to assist any church within the bounds of the Convention in 
setting up and conducting any form of evangelistic campaign desired.

Finances j 

The financial activities of the Convention divides itself naturally 
into two departments: that of the collection of funds and, the other, 
the payment of bills connected with the carrying on of our work. 

Quota. When the State Convention was organized in i 1823, its 
purpose was the collecting of money for foreign missions. During the 
years that have followed the scope of its activities were enlarged, due 
to the fact that needs appeared in the local field which demanded the 
supervising and financial aid of the State Convention. The weaker chur- 
ches needed the aid of the stronger to successfully and efficiently car- 
ry on the work in its community. The infiux of people from other 
lands opened another field for the missionary work of the denomina- 
tion. The growing need of better methods and trained teachers for 
the religious education of children and youth also presented a chal- 
lenge. These calls necessitated the enlarging of the working force 
of the Convention and a change in its plans and methods. The State 
Convention is the collecting agency for the Northern Baptist Conven- 
tion. All the organizations of the N. B. C. annually meet, through 
their representatives, and decide upon the amount of money necessary 
to successfully carry on its work in the broad field covered by this 
section of the Baptist denomination. The needs of the whole field care- 
fully canvassed, budgets of all the organizations carefully surveyed, 
the least amount to carry on the work amounted to $6,360,000. this to 
be secured by contributions from the churches and individual gifts. 
Connecticut s quota for the year 1928-1929 is $161,000. To this quota 
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has beet added, by vote of the Convention, $5,000. for the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention Endowment Fund for Suffield School. 

The- Operating Budget. The budget of the Convention is depend- 
ent upon the income from permanent funds and the percentage of the 
undesignated missionary dollar, with comparatively small amounts 
designated to the Convention. The total budget allowed by the Finance 
Committee of the N. B. C. amounts to $44,249. from the general giving 
and about $8,000. from income of funds, making a total of $52,249. 
The amount from the distributable money is, of course, dependent upon 
the receipts from the churches. During the year ending April 30, 
1927, the indebtedness of the Convention was reduced from $13,000. to 
$8,000. Covering the period from May, 1927 to April 30, 1928, there 
was a small reduction of a few hundred dollars. This reduction was 
not equal to that of the year before due to extra emergencies which 
the Board felt it must meet. Should the Income of the Convention for 
the current year equal that of the last, with no emergency arising and 
the continued practice of strict economy, as usual, the indebtedness 
may be reduced materially during the year. 

Bequests and Annuities. The Board also calls attention to the fact 
that The Connecticut Baptist Convention is authorized by law to hold 
and receive bequests. 

During the year one annuity contract has matured, that of Mrs. 
Elizabeth H. Gallup, formerly of Norwich, for the sum of $2,000. and 
one new contract has been issued for the sum of $500. 

The Board urges upon the constituency of the Convention the needs 
of the Connecticut Baptist Convention and the possibility of its friends 
making permanent their service to the state through gifts and lega- 
cies. When drawing up your will, in thinking over the organizations 
worthy of consideration, do not forget the State Convention and its 
work in the rural community, the suburban areas, the old American 
church and the New American mission. Some forehanded people who 
have certain sums of money on hand and who need the income from 
that money during the life time, have increased the income from such 
sums by investing in an annunity contract which gives a very liberal 
rate of interest. We respectfully submit this form of beneficence to 
the attention of the constituency. 

Proper form of bequest and information concerning annuity rates 
may be found on the inside cover page of the annual. 

Periodicals 

The Baptists are interested in Baptist religious periodicals. Every 
Baptist home shouid have “The Connecticut Baptist” our state paper. 
The subscription price of 25 cents makes it possible for each family 
to be on the mailing list. We urge upon the churches the wisdom of 
seeking to have our state paper reach its people. The national periodi- 
cals, such as, “Missions,” “The Baptist,” and “The Watchman-Exam- 
iner” keep Baptists in touch with the world field. We call attention 
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also to the publications of the American Baptist Publication Society 
and recommend that preference be given to the publications of or ' own 
society where possible. The constituency may not be fully aw ,re of 
the fact that the A. B. P. S. receives nothing from the distributable 
money of the denomination, except through Children’s Day offerings, 
and that the great program of missionary endeavor extending £ cross 
the continent is financed by the income from the publishing dspart- 
ment of the society, 

FINANCIAL AFFILIATIONS 
Woman’s Mission Society 

The Convention is affiliated with the Woman’s Mission Socieby of 
the state. Miss Mary L. Howard, president. It makes an apprcpria- 
tioii of |200. per year for the operating expenses of the society. This 
society uses its splendid organization in helping to raise the full quota 
of 1166,000. See full report in the Annual. 

Laymen’s Council 

The State Laymen’s Council is affiliated with the Convention. It 
makes a small appropriation for the operating expenses of the Council. 
See full report of the Council’s operations and plans in report of the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation in the annual. 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society has been for a njimber 
of years receiving appropriations from the Convention. The appijopria- 
tions have been used in helping worthy young men and womei. take 
courses of study in preparation for Christian service. (For furtljier in- 
formation see the annual). 


Suffield School 

Suffield School, Dr. Brownell Gage headmaster, has been f()r sev- 
eral years — by authority of the Board of Managers, receiving jmoney 
for the establishment of an endowment fund of $50,000. known las The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention Endowment Fund of Suffield School. 
Last year the amount paid was $3,601.34, which makes the total of the 
fund to date $16,065.47. During the year Rev. Lewis P. Lindsay has 
been added to the faculty. This new professor’s salary is being pro- 
vided by the N. B. C. Board of Education. This has met the desire on 
the part of many friends of the school that there be a department of 
English Bible and that students be under the “pastoral care” of a 
professor qualified in spirit, education and temperament to this service. 
The Board of Trustees of Suffield School have made it possible for 
special scholarships to be given to a limited number of boys from our 
Baptist churches. Information concerning these scholarships may be 
obtained at the State Convention office. 


REPORTS FROM MISSIONARIES — ^<NEW AMERICANS” 
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New England Baptist Conference 

The New England School of Methods receives $450. a year frcjin 
the Convention. This is to aid in the carrying on of the splendid sum- 
mer school held annually at Ocean Park during the month of Au 
gust. The Convention owns and uses, during the period of the con- 
ference, the Coats-Connecticut cottage. Pull report of this matter v|ill 
be found in the report of the Committee on Religious Education in the 
annual. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The State Convention holds membership in the Connecticut P^- 
eration of Churches. During the last year it contributed to the sup- 
port of the Pederation and its projects $300. See report of committee 
on Pederation of Churches. 

AN IMPERATIVE NEED 

A study of the needs of our state and a means for meeting those 
needs deals with the fact that our Convention should cooperate with 
the A. B. H. M. S. in its endeavor to raise during the next few year^ a 
church edifice revolving fund of not less than one million dollars. Ap- 
propriations from this fund to be loaned to churches for the erection 
of buildings adequate for the program of the present day chuj-ch. 
There are growing suburban areas in all of our Connecticut cities that 
ought to be fruitful fields for Baptist forces to establish churdhes, 
which, in the near future, will be strong assets to the Christian forces 
and the denominational strength. In some cases it may mean strefigth- 
ening churches that are already occupying the field. It may meaii the 
moving of an organized church from a local field already fully churched 
into a section of the city or suburb where a church should be estab- 
lished. It may be the planting of a new church. Anyone looking into 
the coming years can easily see that our denomination, if it is going 
to render a fair proportion of needed service, must expend money for 
the establishment of suitable plants. The A. B. H. M. S.'is already in 
the field and is perfecting plans for the collection of its portion ;of the 
above named sum. This society is willing to cooperate with the State 
Convention in raising a fund of not less than $150,000. on the basis of 
20% for the Society and 80% for the Convention — each cooperating 
organization to control its own church edifice fund. 

We, therefore, recommend that in the light of this need that The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention, in cooperation with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, undertake to raise a church edifice re- 
volving fund of a sum not less than $150,000. and that the Board of 
Managers is hereby instructed to take the proper steps for setting up 
such a campaign. 

Conclusion 

The year just closed has been a year of helpful service in behalf of 
the Convention. The brotherly hand has been extended to those that 
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hive needed whenever it was possible. The record of the year has de- 
veloped a spirit of optimism for the future and confidence in the loy- 
alty of the denomination to the great world wide enterprise of shar- 
ing Jesus Christ with the world. We turn to the coming year with a 
determination of improving our record, enlarging our scope of service 
and strengthening our brotherhood that we may better serve our day 
ard generation.

Report of 

Committee of Missionarv Co-operation 
for year ending April 30, 1928 

A Victory Year 

The financial victory of the past year greatly encouraged the 
members of our Baptist constituency. Throughout the area of the 
Northern Baptist Convention, our receipts to the unified budget were 
increased by $582,000.00, over the receipts of the previous year. This 
meant bringing back the budget receipts “nearly to the level of three 
years ago.” The turning of the tide, so markedly, was a decided gain. 
The churches of Connecticut shared in making possible this splendid 
advance. Our increase in budget receipts over the previous year was 
$5,870.00. Our increase over the budget receipts of three years ago 
was $31,264.79. Connecticut, therefore, helped materially to approxi- 
mate for the denomination the level in budget receipts of 1925. 


THE STORY OF CONNECTICUT’S TREND DURING THE FOUR 
YEARS FOLLOWING THE NEW WORLD MOVEMENT 
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Laymen’s Activities 

The laymen began their activities with a banquet in Hotel Bond, 
Hartford— held in connection with our State Convention anniversaries. 
400 men attended the banquet, coming from every section of the state, j 
This was, without doubt, the largest gathering of Baptist Laymen in 
the history of the Convention. A. L. Mulloy, Waterbury, introduced 
Judge Allyn Brown, Norwich, as Toastmaster. The speakers were C. j 
W. Coleman, Kansas, President of the Northern Baptist Convention 
and Dr. W. H. Bowler, Executive Secretary of the National Board of 
Missionary Cooperation. Both speakers dealt with the denominational 
situation. Mr. Coleman stressing, what has since been called the 
Coleman Standard of performance, for the local church in missionary 
giving. Our guests were Dr. A. W. Beaven, Rochester, N. Y. and Dr. 

M. J. Twomey, Newark, N. J. This notable gathering was a great in- 
spiration to the men of our churches. 

The one thing the central committee on laymen’s work sought to 
achieve, the past year, was the organization of a Layman Speaker’s 
Bureau. This bureau to be made up of men, informed on matters of 
organization and program, believing thoroughly in the mission of 
Christ to men, who would be willing to speak as they might have op- 
portunity, to interest other men in the larger work of the church. In/ 
a measure this effort succeeded. Pour men. Dr. J. P. Barton, Hart-| 
ford; James L. Case, Norwich; T. T. Phillips, Bridgeport and R. E/ 
Allen, Danielson gave some time to promoting the program of the de- 
nomination. This organization will need to be greatly enlarged and 
strengthened. Through such an organization Baptist men in this state 
can become a strong factor in putting over both local church and de- 
nominational programs. 

The Coleman Itinerary 

As President of the Northern Baptist Convention, Mr. Coleman, 
gave more than three quarters of his time, to the work of the denom- 
ination at his own expense. He visited Connecticut the first week in 
January of this year, for the purpose of coming in contact with the offi- 
cials and leaders of local churches. On January 4, he spoke three 
times. At New London he met a group of picked laymen in the Mo- 
hican Hotel, at luncheon. At Norwich in the afternoon, he talked to 
the Baptist women of the city, in the Central Church. In the same 
church at 6:30 p. m. he addressed a large group of laymen from the 
churches of Eastern Connecticut. On January 5th, he repeated this 
program in New Haven. Informally, at a luncheon, in Yale Graduate 
Club, he discussed denominational affairs with a group of Yale Pro- 
fessors and business men. Then later, at the Paculty Club, he met the 
women of the city and vicinity. At 7 p. m. he spoke to the Laymen of 
New Haven Association, in Calvary church. On to Bridgeport, Janu- 
ary 6, he lunched in the German Church with a group of Ministers. 

In the First Baptist Church, in the afternoon he spoke to a mixed 
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group from tlie city cliurches. At 7 p. m. in the same church he 
brought a stirring message to the Laymen of Fairfield Association. 
He closed his itinerary Saturday, January 7, when he spoke to a group 
of New Britain business men, at the New Britain Club, in the Bur- 
ritt Hotel. In this swing around the state, Mr. Coleman, made more 
than 500 contacts with church leaders. His exact knowledge of 
denominational affairs, his keen analysis and clear statements of prin- 
ciples, policies and programs, his spiritual fervor and his sacrificial 
devotion to the cause of Christ made a profound impression on all who 
heard him. His visit greatly stimulated our work throughout the 
State. 

Arthur W. Fox 

Mr. Fox was Connecticut’s representative on the National Coun- 
cil of Baptist Laymen. At the Laymen’s banquet, referred to above, 
he was elected President of State Laymen’s Council. Within a week, 
following his election to this position he went to the Hartford hospital. 
From his room there, for nearly six months, by correspondence and 
conference, he “carried on,” in the interests of the denominational ob- 
jectives, which he saw might be achieved through Baptist laymen. 
His courage, devotion and optimism inspired all those who worked 
with him. On March 3rd of this year he was translated. His early 
passing, at the time of his increasing usefulness to our denominational 
work, seemed to us a distinct loss to the cause of the Son of Man. 

Women’s Cooperation 

This was not a new experience during the past year, but it was 
quite different in scope from that of other years, since the beginning 
of the unified budget program. The women placed their State organi- 
zation ’behind the whole denominational program and worked indus- 
triously to increase the volume of distributable receipts for the united 
budget. Their plan of campaign came to be known as “The Connecti- 
cut Plan” and was adopted in other New England States. The “On 
To Victory Poster” designed by Mrs. Arthur M. Brown, Jewett City was 
a feature of The Connecticut Plan. This plan on the part of the 
women of our state was a strong factor in the financial success of the 
year. 

Caravan Trip 

The denomination has preempted the month of January for the dis- 
semination of information about our program of work as carried on 
throughout the world by the denomination. More than 600,000 people 
in the area of the Northern Baptist Convention read the Chronicle last 
January. Connecticut made use of 6000 copies of the Chronicle. The 
trip through “The Land of Adventure” proved interesting and inform- 
ing to many. 

Mid-Year Association Meetings 

Connecticut was the pioneer in this method of promotional activ- 
ity, which has now been carried on successfully for three years in 
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this state. The idea was adopted by the denomination last yetr 
with great success, 274 such meetings being held in the area of 
the Northern Baptist Convention. Our “Mid-Year Meetings” were hed 
during the last week in January and the first week in February of th.s 
year, for each of the associations in the following centers i Bridga- 
port. First Church; Meriden, First Church; Groton, Groton Heighs 
Church; Hartford, Central Church; Willimantic, First Church; Nor- 
wich, Central Church. The team assisting the State staff was composal 
of the Misses May Huston and Helen Wallace, Drs. Wm. A. Hill and ?. 
H. J. Lerrigo. Emphasis was placed on Missionary Education, Stev- 
ardship and whole-hearted cooperation on the part of the church in tte 
program of the denomination. Dr. Lerrigo in addition to his tean 
work delivered the inspirational address in the evening of each dar. 
Other speakers were Mrs. E. C. Curtiss, India; Rev. E. S. Hildriti, 
China. Laymen participating were Jas. L. Case, Dr. J. F. Barton, T. f. 
Phillips and R. E. Allen. The morning session of these meetings wis 
under the direction of the woman’s organization in each association. 


Quota Acceptances 

This is the second phase of the Standard promotion program, hiv- 
ing been in operation two years. In February, following the Januiry 
period of information, the churches are asked to decide on their quo- 
tas — the amount of money they will give to the unified budget for nis- 
sionary work, and on which they will begin paying May first, at the rate 
of 1/12 each month. By the time the National Convention met in De- 
troit, 71 churches had reported definite quotas totalling $134,00000. 
Several gains should be noted: 1. Ten more churches, mostly aimng 
the small churches, reported for 1928-29 as compared with the nuirber 
reporting the year before. 2. The amount reported was $24,000.01 in 
excess of the amount reported one year ago. 3. Several churches in- 
creased their quotas. More than half our churches are still drifting on 
the financial sea of indifference, apparently unable to make the poit :of 
a definitely accepted adequate quota, representing their share ol |’e- 
sponsibility for the promotion of the Kingdom of God on earth. l 

Honor Roll 

As a State, denominationally, Connecticut remained on the Hiiior 
Roll of States throughout the past year. This meant that monti by 
month, during the year 1927-28 our receipts were in excess of th3 re- 
ceipts for the corresponding month, the previous year. 83 Chuiihes 
and Missions received the Honor Roll Certificate issued by the Nor- 
thern Baptist Convention, signed by President W. C. Coleman and Dr. 
David A. Pitt, President of the Connecticut Baptist Convention. The 
certificates were awarded to churches raising or exceeding their qiotas. 
Of the number 22 churches received the blue seal on their certificates, 
which indicated that these churches had remitted monthly, 1 /12 of 
their missionary money to the Hartford office. Several churches made 
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inusual records in raising their missionary money, but because of a 
technicality, certificates could not be awarded. These churches are 
ieserving of equally high praise for their splendid work. ^ It should he 
loted that one or two churches took the matter , of raising their rnis- 
sionary budgets so seriously, that they hired money to insure reaching 

;heir quotas. 

A Study in Ratio-Giving 

During the past year some study was given to a comparison of the 
current expense and missionary budgets of our churches to discover 
he ratio of giving as between the two budgets. As a result of this 
itudy, it was found that only two churches in the Convention were giv- 
ng more to missions than to current expenses. Two churches were 
:iving on a 50-50 basis. Three churches were giving half as much for 
lissions as for current expenses. 15 churches were giving one third 
,s much for missions as for current expenses and two churches were 
living one quarter as much for missions as they gave to current ex- 
lenses. Such was the approximate standing of 24 churches, an inter- 
ring study in relation to the Coleman Standard. It is of further in- 
unrest to note that these 24 churches gave a total of $135,562.17 or more 
dan 81 per cent of the State quota for the unified budget of the de- 
nomination, while the remaining 130 churches and missions gave the 
rTmaining 19 per cent of the State quota. Surely this second group of 
clurches should frankly face and prayerfully consider the Coleman 

Slandard.

The churches, could with prof- 
it, both tdthe local and the larger work, make greater use of these pic- 
tures. 

The Connecticut Spirit 

A Ne'^ Yorker said to me at a luncheon recently, “one of the out- 
standing haracteristics of New England Baptists is caution”— he had 
just speni a day with a group of them in the interests of the denomin- 
ational pr gram— “but” said he, “they face our problems with tremend- 
ous since] ty and earnestness.” This may be said of a number of our 
Connectic t Baptists. It is because of this spirit on their part, that 
we have ben able to increase our contributions to the unified budget, 
as shownan the first section of this report. The increase might have 
been gre£ :er. Our pace could have been more rapid. The important 
point to ote is the trend — constantly going upward. In this spirit, 
we are oi our way in the current year, to reach a still higher peak by 
April 30, L929. In the spirit of Christ, let us give ourselves, our time 
and moniy to attain such a goal.

eport of the Department of Religious Education was sub- 
Secretary O. P. Campbell, as follows: — 


Report of the 

Department of Religious Education 

Scien e has increased agricultural production one hundred fold in 
many ins inces. Science in industry enables one man with a ma- 
chine to c) the work requiring scores of men a generation ago. It is 
the busin 3 S of technical experts to devote themselves to scientific re- 
search in :he discovery of means and methods of increased efficiency 
in all the nterests of modern life. These technical experts cannot be 
expected ) interpret their findings in the terms of those who apply the 
methods ind operate the machines. It is the business of another 
group of rofessionals to keep in touch with those who do the work 
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and interpret to them the findings of the scientists and the use of the 
machinery. That is what the field workers and editors of our Sunday 
school lessons and periodicals are trying to do in religious education. 
Professor Bobbitt of the University of Chicago, says that educational 
method is simply the application of “refined common sense”. There 
are many who seem to think that the educational science of the lead- 
ers is impractical and useless to the rank and file of our workers. Yet 
it is true that the great changes resulting from recent progress in 
psychology and pedagogy are affecting not only the methods and ma- 
terials used in the church schools but it is reaching back into the 
home, which is still the most important institution in society in char- 
acter building. It is the business of our department of religious edu- 
cation to keep our ministers and church school teachers and officers in 
touch with the best methods and materials, seeking always to present 
them in usable form. While the results are not so visibly evident as 
in the radio industry for example it is unquestionably true that scien- 
tific method is helping the churches and homes to meet the religious 
needs of our generation. 

Conventions 

The secretary has been refreshed for his work by attending the 
meetings of the Religious Education Association in Philadelphia, the 
National Education Association Conference on Character Education in 
New York, the Northern Baptist Convention in Detroit and the Baptist 
World Alliance in Toronto, as well as by numerous personal contacts 
with individual leaders in the field of religious education. We have 
also participated in most of the State and County conventions held in 
Connecticut. It has been gratifying to find the principles, for which 
professionals in religious education have been crusading, expressed 
and recognized as never before in all these conventions. Instead of 
regarding this work as an appendage to our denominational program, 
it is finding application in all phases of our religious work, as was 
plainly evident in all the discussions of the two great Baptist Conven- 
tions. This was also true in those conferences having to do with pub- 
lic education. 


Vacation Schools 

The number of churches having vacation schools increased from 
28 to 38. Four years ago only 16 schools were reported. Of these 38, 
18 were conducted in cooperation with other churches. To make it 
possible for churches and missions to have schools the State Conven- 
tion, through this department, appropriated $235.00 and the American 
Baptist Publication Society $150.00 Several pastors and churches have 
demonstrated with great satisfaction to themselves, and joy to the 
children, that successful schools can be conducted without importing 
professional help from the outside. Programs and plans are now pub- 
lished in such practical and usable form that any pastor or teacher 
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with ordinary intelligence can set up and conduct a good school. We 
have been pointing this out to them by correspondence, personal inter- 
views and distribution of samples. 

Young People’s Work 

The Young People’s Council has functioned well this year. A 
summary of the activities will be found in the report of the chairman, 
Donald Sloat. In addition to correspondence with key-workers in all 
the churches, calling attention to timely suggestions— under the head- 
ings of devotions, stewardship, fellowship and service, the Council has 
planned and promoted one state rally and five district rallies. There 
was an attendance of more than 500 at the state rally and 1100 in the 
district rallies. Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, of Bridgeport, was the 
speaker at the state rally and Dr. Samuel G. Neil, of the American 
Baptist Publication Society, was the speaker at the district rallies. 
The Council also helped to promote the summer assemblies and the 
missionary and evangelistic programs of the denomination in the 
churches. 

The young people’s societies are being more closely integrated 
with the larger church program for youth. A very small percentage 
of the young people active in our churches are now dependent on the 
Christian Endeavor Society or the B. Y. P. U. as the only organizations 
offering them opportunity for service. Reports from 78 churches re- 
veals the fact that only about one-half of them have Christian Endeav- 
or Societies apart from the larger program of the church. It is our 
policy to bring all the young people of the churches to participate in 
the work of the local church and the denomination by rallying all 
groups in a more united effort rather than to confine our approach to 
the youth of our churches to the small percentage actively enlisted in 
the'young people’s society. This is the work of our State Young Peo- 
ple’s Council. 

Church School Work 

With the enlargement of the Sunday school organization to include 
in the unified program all the educational functions of the church we 
find our major interests in religious education for the local church, in 
what is now called the Church School. The Church School Improve- 
ment Plan is a compilation of all the practical suggestions arising from 
successful experiments in churches throughout the country presented 
in leaflet form to our church school workers. These suggestions are 
thus made accessible and adaptable to all kinds of schools for their 
improvement. It is gathered by the field workers in the American 
Baptist Publication Society and state directors of religious education. 
It is the most practical help obtainable because its objective is im- 
provement — ^not by fixed standards but through the use of plastic sug- 
gestions to be interpreted and applied by common sense. The leaflet 
literature sets forth goals toward which to work in the improvement 
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of the officers, teachers and pupils in the schools. It is hound in loose 
leaf form and copies have been presented to pastors or superintend- 
ents who have requested it. The introductory leaflet to this plan for 
1928-29 was produced in our office. 

Early in the summer of each year, we seek to get each church to 
make a survey of the year’s accomplishments, as a basis of improve- 
ment for the next year, sending a copy of it to the office for our rec- 
ords. For two years the State Council of Religious Education has 
conducted this survey for all the Protestant churches, receiving re- 
ports for us. It was a disappointment this year that only about one- 
half as many Baptist schools reported as last year, so we shall not be 
able to make honorable mention of all the churches making improve- 
ment over their records of last year. Of those whose reports, by com- 
parison with last year show commendable improvement, we are able to 
mention the following churches in the order of their ranking: First 
Church, New Britain; Plainville; First Church, New London; Central 
Church, Norwich; Bristol; First Church, Bridgeport; Southington; 
Blue Hills Church, Hartford; First Church, New Haven; Putnam; 
First Church, Norwich; Danielson and First Church, Waterbury. 

According to our records there are 126 schools in the state. To 
date, 78 of them have sent in their church letters for this year. These 
letters reveal that the average attendance of those enrolled is only 55 
percent. If these 78 reports represent a cross section of the state, our 
enrollment is approximately 18,432, and the average attendance is 10,- 
137. This indicates a steady increase since 1924, and the increase this 
year is about double that of a year ago. 

During the last two years the secretary has selected a few church- 
es for monthly visitation with the churches and officers for six conse- 
cutive months — beginning in January. The object of this plan is to 
concentrate on important advance steps which the workers agree 
should be made, discussing them and following up the plans until they 
are firmly established. This year the churches were: South Norwalk; 
First, Norwich and Central, Norwich. In addition to filling general en- 
gagements in conventions and churches, the secretary finds this plan 
of intensive work with the churches a pleasant and profitable part of 
the program. 

Denominational Literature 

Through our state paper, by correspondence, numerous personal 
interviews and the distribution of samples, we have called attention to 
the excellent literature published by the Judson Press (The American 
Baptist Publication Society). Our Uniform Graded Lessons in the 
quarterlies, and our closely graded series, are edited by as able a staff 
as can be found anywhere. In fact the lessons written by the best 
authors of the country are syndicated and published by several de- 
nominations who jointly employ the author. With the great changes 
so rapidly taking place in the method of teaching children, as a result 
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of the great progress in the field of psychology and pedagogy, it is 
obvious that all the graded lessons cannot be kept up-to-date, but just 
as rapidly as possible the old lessons are reworked, or replaced, by 
new ones. We urge that our people show their loyalty to the denomi- 
nation by using our own publications wherever they can do so consci- 
entiously. We especially commend the three leaders magazines and 
the weekly papers. “The Children’s Leader” should be in the hands 
of all teachers of children under twelve years of age. “Young People’s 
Leader” is especially helpful for Christian Endeavor Societies and 
•young people’s discussion groups. “The Adult Leader” is fine for 
parents and teachers of adult classes. All these materials, as well as 
any book published, can be secured from the American Baptist Publi- 
cation Society and all the profits on such sales go into our denomina- 
tional missionary work, and much of it comes back to the churches 
through the services of the state directors of religious education. 

Leadership Training 

We have issued 98 certificates to pupils taking standard courses in 
church classes and assemblies. Approximately 335 units of credit 
were taken in the two summer assemblies. Eight graduated — four 
from Storrs and four from Ocean Park. We have cooperated with the 
State Council of Religious Education in the promotion of 25 commun- 
ity schools, in which 105 units of standard credit were issued to Bap- 
tist workers. 


Interdenominational Work 

We deplore the seeming lack of appreciation of the benefits coming 
to us from interdenominational agencies of religious education. There 
is grea.t need of closer cooperation both between the denominations 
and the interchurch organizations in the field. The International 
Council of Religious Education is the accepted agency of cooperation 
for thirty-nine denominations. Their program is a merging of the prin- 
cipal organizations which have led the Protestant forces of North 
America in the producton of suitable lessons and the application of ap- 
proved educational method in the local churches for more than one- 
half a century. The Connecticut Council of Religious Education and 
its county units have been handicapped with debt and heavy overhead. 
The debts are shortly to he paid and the prospect is good that the 
strong communions in the state will all employ state directors who, in 
cooperation with each other, will be able to more intensively cultivate 
the churches with much less financial burden to the Council. Our of- 
fice is urging this, and the secretary is serving on a commission- 
composed of similar representatives of the other denominations, which 
will plan the educational work of the Council in the future. Let us not 
think that because we have our own program and state leadership that 
we do not need the cooperative agency, and that we do not greatly 
profit by the excellent work of The International Council even if it is 
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felt indirectly through our own leadership. There are many things in 
religious education which we must do together and, as the movement 
grows, we shall find this increasingly so. 

Ocean Park 

Our participation in the Ocean Park program has reached a criti- 
cal stage. Although the conference was never better than it was this 
year, we had only 25 fully registered attendance out of a total of 906. 
In three years the attendance has dropped from 66 to 25. It is our 
judgment that this situation demands that we either find a way to 
rally our people to its support in greater numbers or make some modi- 
fication of our relationship to the New England Baptist Conference. In 
view of the small attendance and the fact that we are the only state 
owning property at Ocean Park, it is a question whether we should 
keep possession of the Coats-Connecticut cottage. 

The Connecticut Baptist Assembly 

The third session of our assembly held July 9-20, at Storrs, was a 
real success. There was a full time attendance of 65 and faculty of 12. 
The spiritual atmosphere and helpful discussions in classes will be far 
reaching — not only in the increased efficiency of the future leadership 
of our churches but in the aspirations and character of those who 
were there. Storrs is wonderfully well equipped for such conferences, 
but it is ever an open question whether we can always have the use of 
it without the problem of having to share it with other groups which 
makes it difficult for us to plan our program and execute it without 
interference. It is our judgment that the Convention should carefully 
consider the advisability of securing a site which we can develop ac- 
cording to our needs. It could be used for several other purposes, as 
well as the summer assembly, as our program develops. The total 
cost of the assembly was $1,853.87, receipts for registration, board and 
lodging $1,295.00, leaving a net cost to the Convention of $558.87. 

Royal Ambassadors 

In response to the urge for a more adequate program for boys of 
the intermediate age, the Royal Ambassador program has been pro- 
jected by the National Board of Education. Summer camps are being 
set up throughout the country, the Board of Education working in co- 
operation with the department of religious education of the American 
Baptist Publication Society and the State Conventions through the state 
directors. As an experiment, the state committees on religious edu- 
cation and missionary cooperation, with the assistance of a generous 
woman, conducted a two day program at Storrs early in July, with an 
attendance of twenty selected boys. Rev. Floyd Carr, of the Board of 
Educaion, and several of our local pastors were present as leaders. The 
twenty boys were enthusiastic for having a bigger and longer program 
next year and Mr. Carr is willing to assist us if it seems wise to launch 
this project for 1929. 
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Recommendations 

The committee feels that the Convention should give immediate 
consideration to the following propositions: 

1. Careful consideration of our interests at Ocean Park, both as 
to the program and the Coats-Connecticut cottage. 

2. Enlargement of our state summer program in the direction of 
securing and developing suitable equipment for conferences, camps, 
etc. 

3. Launching of the Boys Camp 1929. 

Conclusion 

This has been a good year. The actual results of our program are 
not fully visible, but those who know our real objectives are grateful 
to God for the many evidences of His blessing upon the work. Etern- 
ity alone can measure its blessings in the lives of the more than 18,000 
children and youth who are taught in our churches and who have had 
their religious life enriched. May increasing riches of grace attend 
the 12.3 pastors, and 2,300 teachers and officers who have cooperated in 
our ministry to the Baptist youth in Connecticut.

Barnum.

The secretary cast the bal- 
lot and the nominees were declared elected. 

Report of the Committee on Evangelism was presented by the 
chairman. Rev. Chas. H. Heimsath, as follows: — 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 

Your Committee on Evangelism begs to submit the following re- 
poi’t. 

We began our year’s work in the firm conviction that Evangelism 
is the primary task of the Church, and that our Convention was ready 
and willing to go farther than it ever had before in making Evangel- 
ism central in the life of our Baptist churches in the state. We have 
planned our work on this basis, and it is encouraging to report that 
the efforts of your Committee have been accorded the most sincere and 
whole-hearted support by the Board of Managers, and by the pastors 
and churches of the state. 

The first move that the Committee undertook was the holding of 
an Evangelistic Conference in the Central Church of Hartford, Wed- 
nesday, January 4, 1928. We set out to secure the strongest speakers 
our denomination afforded, men who could send our pastors and lay- 
men back to their fields with burning enthusiasm and Pentecostal zeal. 
Dr. Frederick E. Taylor of Indianapolis was chosen to speak on the 
Evangelistic Task of the Church, and Dr. A. A. Gage of Scranton, Pa. 
to speak on Evangelism in the Church School. After some effort a 
date was found when both these men could be brought into our state 
for a conference. 

In order to ensure the best possible attendance, the Committee 
offered to pay the actual traveling expenses of the pastors. We are 
gratified at the results of this Conference. The meeting, though not 
large, was representative. And it was marked by its fine spiritual at- 
mosphere, and by its straight emphasis upon the saving mission of the 
Church. Practical problems were presented in the forum hours, and 
a helpful discussion resulted. An attractive feature of the meeting 
was the presence of the Lotus Quartette from Boston. 

The next move undertaken by your Committee was in the direc- 
tion of arranging for a week of exchange meetings between twenty- 
five pastors of our state and twenty-five brethren from Massachusetts. 
Through the efforts of Dr. Lackey we secured our men. Though the 
suggestion came from a Massachusetts brother, our neighbors never 
fulfilled their part of the agreement, and the project had to be aban- 
doned. 

Since twenty-five of our men had volunteered, the Committee felt 
that valuable exchanges might be arranged among our own pastors for 
an evangelistic effort before the Easter Season. The suggestion was 
made by the Committee, and three exchanges were effected, one be- 
tween Rev. Freeman of Ansonia and Rev. Dunbar of Norwich, and a 
second between Dr. Pitt of Norwich and Rev. Heimsath of Bridgeport, 
and a third between Rev. Scates of Jewett City and Rev. C. J. Arm- 
strong of Danielson.

STATE CO^’VENTION 


Throughout the entire year the Committee has been at work plan- 
ning a really comprehensive State-wide Campaign of Evangelism. It 
was decided to secnre some sound and constructive leader and to 
bring him into the state for a long enough period to accomplish a 
lasting piece of work. Rev. Raymond W. Cooper of Andover, Mass, 
was chosen as the proper man. In our neighboring state where 
churches and conditions are similar to our own, Mr. Cooper has been 
signally blessed in his campaigns of Visitation Evangelism. He is a 
man of extraordinary personal energy and spiritual power. 

The Committee negotiated with Brother Cooper and secured 
twelve weeks of his time, October 3-10; Nov. 25-Dec. 15; Dec. 30, 1928 
to February 19, 1929. The matter was then presented to the Board of 
Managers, and an appropriation of $1800.00 was voted to guarantee 
Mr. Cooper's salary for this period. Thus it will be possible to place 
Mr. Cooper in the churches without a definite financial pledge, only a 
free-will offei’ing being expected. For this reason some churches will 
secure his services who could not otherwise have attempted so large a 
program. 

Arrangements have already been made to place Mr. Cooper in 
twelve strategic centers of the state for one week each. The meet- 
ings will be held in a central church, but it is the plan of the Commit- 
tee to enlist, as far as possible, the cooperation of neighboring church- 
es during the Campaign in the central church. It is suggested that a 
simultaneous campaign be held in these churches, the details of which 
are to be settled by each group for itself. 

Having now given a brief survey of our work, the Committee 
would like to submit the following recommendations in the interest of 
an enlarged evangelistic program in our churches: 

1. We approve the method of Visitation Evangelism as being 
practical for most of our churches, and soundly Scriptural. We be- 
lieve, however, that in most cases this method should he supplemented 
or augmented by preaching services. These preaching meetings are a 
good preparation for the visitation work. 

2. We strongly recommend the plan of exchanging pulpits for 
evangelistic meetings. It is believed that the Cooper campaigns would 
be rendered much more effective in the state could a series of ex- 
changes he arranged between the pastors of the central churches so as 
to provide a period of preaching services as preparation for Mr. Coop- 
er’s effort. 

3. We beg the churches of the state to support the Cooper cam- 
paigns by their prayers. We ask the prayers of all of our churches to 
the end that this effort and all our efforts may be blessed of God in 
winning multitudes to our Master. 

4. We call attention of the churches to the fact that President Pitt 
has pointed out that we are not numerically stronger in Connecticut 
now than, we were twenty years ago. This startling fact should be

faced frankly, but courageously. It should drive us all to a new ap- 
praisal of our work, and to a new and deeper acceptance of our evan- 
gelical responsibility. We should open our eyes to the white fields of 
the harvest, and go forward with an aggressive and conquering faith 
in the work of the Lord. 

5.^ We strongly commend to our churches the program of the 
Evangelistic Committee of the Home Mission Society. We find the 
literature and policies of this Committee, under the splendid leader- 
ship of Rev. Benjamin T. Livingston, to be practical, constructive, and 
Biblical. We would pledge the Committee our loyal cooperation and 
support.

The hour for the Annual Sermon having arrived, hymn 339 was 
sung, scripture lesson was read by Rev. E. C. Dunbar, Norwich, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. E. E. Scates, Jewett City. The sermon 
was preached by Rev. George R. Atha, pastor of the Groton Heights 
Church, who spoke on “The Primacy of Purpose”, from the text, 
Philippians 3 : 14. 

CONVENTION SERMON 
The Primacy of Purpose 

Some words cling to certain periods and come to be representa- 
tive of certain movements or to characterize certain modes of 
thought. 

A few years ago we heard “the simple life” steadily advocated 
and urged upon folk, and the phrase culled from Wagner’s fine little 
book was used by all who prided themselves on being up-to-date. 

Then came the ever vigorous Roosevelt demanding that men should 
live “the strenuous life”. There must be no folding of the hands in 
rest or in idleness. Vacation periods and odd moments as well as bus- 
iness hours must be devoted to active and vigorous effort to achieve 
either fame or fortune or both. So also health and education were to 
be gone after with an intensive vigor. The only type of life that could 
be in any sense looked upon with any degree of allowance was “the 
strenuous life”. 

Still later we took up the word “efficient” and the ‘‘efficiency ex- 
pert” came into vogue. There never was a time when more attention 
was paid to physical efficiency. People sought to know how to turn 
every ounce of their strength to good account. Too much physical en- 
ergy is wasted. There are too many needless motions that sap the 
strength and vitality. So for years our shops and mills called in their 
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efficiency experts and the number of steps taken, or the particular way 
of using the hands in the processes involved were checked up and com- 
pared with other methods, that a method might at last be found in 
which there should be the least waste of motion and effort. 

Now the problem confronting us everywhere if we would make the 
most of our lives is after all the same problem on which our industrial 
engineers are working — the problem of making the power that is latent 
in the universe do the work of which it is capable, with the least loss 
and waste. That is the aim— the purpose in all our great commercial 
projects, and the developments especially in the field of electrical pow- 
er are dramatic enough to make one open his eyes and his mouth in 
astonishment. The agricultural South has already been transformed 
into an industrial South with approximately 6000000 horse power al- 
ready installed and electrical engineers already have predicted that the 
States bordering on the Great Lakes will use as much electiical energy 
in 1950 as the whole country used in 1925 — a matter of 50 billion kilo- 
watt hours per year. Should you for any reason be in doubt as to the 
importance of the project, simply turn to the speeches of our great 
political candidates and see how they regard the subject. Rivers are 
more and more to be harnessed and the ebb and flow of the very tide 
of the sea are to be brought into subjection to the will of man. 

In religion— in teaching— and in life purpose is likewise indispens- 
able if we would make progress. The great curse of life is aimlessness. 
The church of Christ to which we who are gathered here this morning 
belong stands for spiritual power in the world. Twenty centuries ago 
our Master having finished the work that His Father had given Him to 
do, bade His followers to tarry in Jerusalem until they were endued 
With power from on high. Obedient to His command they waited there 
for the power to come. Standing there, says that master of epigram 
O. P. Gifford, we may learn the scientific secret of spiritual power. The 
Bible is the literature of spiritual power; in that litei’ature are imbed- 
ded the laws of spiritual force. He who studies the force and yields to 
the laws gets enduement of spiritual power. The writer of our text is 
one of those who caught the secret and became a spiritual power. At 
the point whence our text is taken he is letting us see the secret of his 
own life, and telling us what made him the sort of Christian that he 
was. He counsels wise obliviousness, wise anticipation, strenuous con- 
centration and these are qualities that contribute success in any field of 
life. Christianity is the perfection of common sense. Men become 
strong, mature Christians by no other means than those by which they 
become good artisans, ripe scholars, fine doctors. But the unfortunate 
thing is that, people know well enough that they cannot become good 
carpenters, or doctors, or fiddlers without certain habits or practices, 
yet they seem to fancy that they can become good Christians without 
them. So then the text we have chosen may suggest something in the 
way of appropriate action whereby we may help ourselves into a strong- 
er and finer Christian life — “I press toward the mark.” 
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I do not come with a set of rules or a catalogue of specifics. But I 
do come to ask you to think with me of a few definite things which you 
can do, and with all my might I urge you to do them. 
And first of all I want to urge that you count one for G-od. The 
political world is reaching out just now for a large constituency. Hoov- 
er and Curtis on the one hand and Smith and Robinson on the other 
are everlastingly urging upon men the importance of the individual. 
It is individual votes that count. It is the massing of majorities that 
will impress the nation next month. The vote of a poor man who pays 
a poll tax will count just as much as that of a millionaire. Govern- 
ments in these days must rest solidly on the respect and affection of 
the great masses of the people. Church authority and power is no ex- 
ception. Where devoted members congregate, where human life comes 
together in brotherly endeavor, there is the church which God can 
honor and the people will respect. Every man counts one. Every man 
praying and striving for a pure heart, a clear mind, a good conscience, 
and a clean pair of hands, is an added battery for that church through 
which the Holy Ghost can send its awakening and convicting shock and 
power. Personally I rejoice more and more in this our day and gen- 
eration that the emphasis is being placed so strongly on the matter of 
worship. The worship of that group of Christians in the pews, who are 
there because they feel it their duty to be there, because they love the 
house of God and by their presence help to give massiveness to the 
service, and multiply the power of it by an increase in its congregated 
life. That type of church remains when others have dwindled away 
and been forgotten. I recall one illustration of this that has always 
stood out in my memory. In my boyhood days it was the custom of 
practically everybody who visited New York City to go over to Brook- 
lyn on a Sunday and hear the preacher at a certain tabernacle who had 
come to have a world wide reputation because of his eloquence. The 
tabernacle was always thronged and always there were folk who went, 
into ecstacies of delight at the splendid sermons to which they listened. 
The great preacher was finally gathered to his fathers as eventually we 
all shall be. You may look in vain throughout the city of Brooklyn to- 
day for any sign of organized Christian effort that came from that great 
tabernacle whose life in the eighties seemed so strong. Yet within a 
block or two of that tabernacle in those days were a number of very 
humble churches that were rarely heard from outside their own immed- 
iate congregations, and whose ministers rarely were reported in the 
press, but they are still doing business for God and still help to 
strengthen and comfort and bless the community in which they are lo- 
cated. At a summer resort a girl slipped away each Sunday morning 
to a neglected little church for the service. Returning one day she met 
a gay friend who said “where have you been?” Over to the little 
church, beyond the meadow, the girl replied. “To that poky little place 
on this hot day? You must be frightfully pious.” “Not at all”, was 
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tlie reply, “but I go because I couldn’t get tlirougli the week without 
it. It helps to keep me reminded, and I need it”. The society friend 
looked at the girl curiously and then said slowly, “Why your religion 
must be actually real to you — I wish mine were.” 

Counting one for God steadily in your home community helps to 
make religion real to you. It helps to keep you reminded and you need 
it. Let your new Ford find a parking space near the church from week 
to Aveek, and enter into a covenant with your friends and neighbors of 
the old home church of steadily counting one for God. 

Then I wish to urge, upon you that you exercise and seek to ex- 
press a simple faith. Others will emphasize during this convention 
what consecrated money and culture can do. I want to insist that 
nothing can take the place of simple faith. I remember reading some- 
where of an Irishwoman coming to Henry Ward Beecher, and she said 
“Say Mr. Beecher I hear that you have a religion that will give a man 
a straight ticket to heaven.” “Yes, madam,” said Mr. Beecher, “I have 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, which is the only way.” “Well sir,” con- 
tinued the woman, “do you think it will make a scoundrel live straight 
with his wife”. “Yes”, said Mr. Beecher, “I believe it will”. “Then 
Mr. Beecher,” said the woman, “I wish you would go to work on my 
man Moike for he has licked me twice a week ever since we were mar- 
ried.” This was a practical question fraught with the spirit of legitimate 
enquiry. You see what I mean do you not. You may not be able to 
preach or to teach a large Bible class, or found a mission, but you have 
known and seen and felt deep experiences. Many bewail the fact that 
they have so little faith. Like the disciples of old they pray “Lord in- 
crease our faith.” You remember what the Lord replied — freely inter 
preted — He said — Go to work with what faith you have no matter how 
small the amount may seem. It is surprising how much one can do 
with a little faith and it is idle to ask for an increase so long as you 
are unwilling to use what you have. Do not be afraid to tell of the 
things that have seemed wonderful to you in your own experience, that 
set forth the wonders of God’s grace as you have come in touch with it. 

So let me urge upon you the exercise of and the expression of a 
simple faith in the heavenly Father’s love and care. 

Then too I wish to urge upon you the cultivation of the simple vir- 
tues and fruits of the spirit. Years ago President Roosevelt address- 
ing a group of Railroad men, urged upon them the practise of the sim- 
ple virtues as a fundamental requirement of the time, and he stressed 
truthfulness, honesty, neighborliness, and thrift. One could not but re- 
joice that from so prominent and useful a man such a message should 
ring out so clearly. Simple homely comonplace virtues I hear you say. 
Very true. But their earnest practice has much to do with strong vig- 
orous spiritual living. And in a much more homely way Professor 
Phelps in his volume entitled Adventures and Confessions deals with 
the subject of our “Manners in the chapter on “Etiquette”. Let me 
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quote a paragraph “I say,” (these are the words of the Professor), “I 
say that conversion to Christianity should first of all show itself in im- 
proved manners. It is tragic that so many church members should be 
rude and coarse in behaviour, especially in the home. Etiquette like 
charity, and scores of other good things, should begin at home. We 
want no formal politeness between members of the same family; in- 
timacy slays formality, even as perfect love casts out fear, but kindli- 
ness in little things, consideration for the feelings of others, a good ex- 
ample in self-control and moderation in speech, add prodigiously to the 
happiness of family life. Many fathers, who of course love their chil- 
dren, treat the delicate souls of their offspring more carelessly than 
they treat the mechanism of their Ford car. Indeed I believe, that if 
we could look into the melancholy history of all divorces, we should 
find that often it was a lack of masculine etiquette that destroyed the 
love of a wife for her husband. The highest happiness on earth, which 
is found in cheerful and congenial family life, is lost more often by 
carelessness than by any other cause. And so too is the Kingdom of 
Heaven lost by carelessness. Just as no church member should permit 
an outsider or an unbeliever to be more honest than he is, so no church 
member should permit, if he can help it, a sinner to have more attrac- 
tive manners than he has. The more agreeable, interesting, and attrac- 
tive you can make yourself, the more good you can do.” 

Brethren, is it not true that in the development of our characters 
for Jesus Christ the education we need is one that touches upon the 
whole range of life, that aims at the formation of good habits and sound 
principles, that considers the details of each day, that enjoins regular- 
ity and temperance in diet, in respect to habits industry and thrift, 
and in respect to all things intelligent practice and self-restraint. Gen- 
eral Armstrong, the founder of Hampton Institute, said “that in all men, 
education is conditioned not alone on an enlightened head and a chang- 
ed heart, but very largely on a routine of industrious habits, which is to 
character what the foundation is to the pyramid. The summit should 
glow with a divine light, interfusing and qualifying the whole mass, 
but it should never be forgotten that it is only upon a foundation of reg- 
ular daily activities that there can be any fine and permanent upbuild- 
ing. Morality and industry generally go together.” 

Purpose is the primary element of all true living, character is pur- 
pose crystalized. 

Thus far we have spoken of things pertaining to the individual 
Christian life, and the influence for good that a strong and controlling 
purpose can exert on the individual mind and heart. It has been found 
equally true in regard to the church as an organization. More and 
more since the New World Movement was inaugurated have our var- 
ious organizations in both Home and Foreign Missionary activities 
sought to get our churches to assume their responsibility in respect to 
the world-wide work for Jesus. Attempts were made in the first place 
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to apportion tiro load, amidst all tlio clrurclies, but that failed since 
many churches refused to accept what they considered to be “dictation 
from outside”. Now the plan is to ask every church to look at the task 
squarely and then determine for itself what it thinks it ought to do in 
the light of the world’s need. It is also asked that having thus determ- 
ined what it purposes to do, that it set about the fulfillment of the 
purpose in an earnest systematic fashion, sending in regularly from 
month to month the amount it has thus purposed to give. A Christian 
purpose will sweep everything into its own main current. Strike right 
the daily balance, and the year’s last day will have no terror for you 

Paul rejoiced when he caught through his prison bars, the light of 
his last day. He could hear the Master coming in every step the jailer 
took as he came down the stairs to his cell. One more trial, and the 
last pang of living would be over; no more buffetings, no more ship- 
wrecks, no more scourgings, no more hunger or thirst or fever or heart- 
ache. Paul did not begin to realize what a magnificent victory he had 
won, and what a crown the coming ages of mankind would set upon 
his head. But he saw another crown, in which he was content to be a 
sharer with the humblest of Christ’s followers. Is it possible brethren 
that you and I can ever touch the level from which Paul reached up to 
his martyr triumph? or that you and I should ever be lifted up from any 
level to the glory of participation with him in the crown of Christian 
constancy? 

Let me do but one day’s work of the thousand that flashed an 
earthly immortality upon his name; let me but live an hour of the rapt 
assurance that filled his whole life with the very presence of Jesus, 
and made the top of his cross the very threshold of heaven’s gate— one 
day, one hour of such doing and living and I could live or die with a 
faith strong enough to conquer an empire. 

Oh brother your hard trial is a battle. Your besetting cares, your 
daily worries, your secret fears, these are your crosses, and whether 
you carry them or they carry you, whether you patiently live them 
down or they cruelly wear you out, the very worth of your soul is in 
them, and a soul’s inheritance hangs upon them. Circumstances are 
not always within our control, but we are absolute masters of purpose. 
Where we are may be determined by others — what we do is determined 
by ourselves alone. Do not dare to live without some clear intention 
toward which your living shall be bent. The true life clusters around a 
clearly defined purpose. Prom this purpose it takes direction and form. 
Inspired by conscious loyalty to its purpose, it challenges opposition 
and criticism with the bold assertion “To this end was I born and for 
this cause came I into the world. For me to live is Christ I press toward 
the mark”. 
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Voted: . .That President Pitt and Secretary Gates be instructed to 
send the greetings and sympathy of the Convention to Rev. H. M. 
Thompson, D. D., a past president of the Convention, it having been 
reported that he was seriously ill. 

The Convention adjourned after prayer by Rev. George R. Atha. 

Tuesday Afternoon 

The Tuesday afternoon session opened with singing and a devo- 
tional period conducted by Rev. Charles N. Arbuckle, D. D., who spoke 
on the topic of “Worship”. 

President Pitt then introduced Miss Grace Daland, New York, who 
spoke on “The Problem of the American City”. Miss Daland spoke of 
New York as typical of an American city and its relation to the church- 
es. Most graphically. Miss Daland said the problems were growth of 
population, transiency, amusements, lack of interest in churches, rapid 
growth of outside centers, changes in living. The needs are prayer, 
personal contacts, more churches and Christian centers, Christian liv- 
ing, sympathetic understanding and gifts. 

President Pitt then introduced Arthur M. Harris, New York, presi- 
dent of The Northern Baptist Convention. Mr. Harris said he counted 
it a high honor to be president this year when evangelism was stressed. 
Man was God’s great investment and he expected great dividends from 
their lives and homes in service and souls saved for the Master. 

President Pitt introduced Dr. P. W. Padelford, executive secretary 
of the Board of Education, New York, who gave an address on, “A Re- 
cent Survey of the State Conventions”. He congratulated Connecticut 
that their per capita giving for benevolences was greater than any 
other state. 

On motion of Rev. David P. Gaines, Waterbury, the recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Proposed Change of Date of annual meeting 
of the Convention from October to May was taken from the table. Af- 
ter discussion, the Convention voted to reject the recommendation. 

After prayer by Rev. J. C. Jackson, D. D., Hartford, the Convention 
adjourned. 


Two banquets were held between the afternoon and evening ses- 
sions. The Woman’s Banquet was held at St. John’s Episcopal Church. 
Miss Mary L. Howard, president of the Woman’s Mission Society, pre- 
sided. An address was given by Miss Janet McKay, New York. The 
state officers in costume, representing different countries, gave brief ad- 
dresses. The Laymen’s Banquet was held at the First Congregational 
Church. T. T. Phillips, Bridgeport, presided. Reports of the year’s 
activities were given. The speakers were Arthur M. Harris, New York, 
president of The Northern Baptist Convention and Rev. Thomas Moody, 
Africa. 
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Tuesday Evening 

Tlie evening session opened with singing. Prayer was offered by 
Rev. B. L. Matthews, pastor of the Union Baptist Church, Stamford. 
President Pitt presided. 

Secretary Gates reported having communicated with the home of 
Dr. and Mrs. Thompson at Poquonock Bridge, extending the regard and 
sympathy of the delegates, and was instructed hy them to convey to 
the Convention their deep appreciation and affection. 

President Pitt introduced Miss Meme Brockway, Philadelphia, of 
The American Baptist Publication Society, who spoke on “Adventuring 
for the Children of the World”. Miss Brockway’s address was most il- 
luminating and moving to the large gathering present. 

Rev. Thomas Moody, Africa, spoke on “Mission Work in Africa” in 
a forceful and inspiring way. 

The Stamford Church choir rendered music during the evening. 

After prayer by Rev. E. E. Gates, state secretary, the Convention 
adjourned. 

Wednesday Morning 

Wednesday, October 17, the Convention was called to order at 9:30 
a. m. by the second vice-president, Mrs. Allen W. Brown. Rev. George 
R. Atha, Groton, led the song service. 

Rev. Charles N. Arbuckle, D. D., conducted the devotional service 
speaking on, “Finding the Father”. 

The following reports were received and adopted: 

Report of the Committee on Federation of Churches 

This report consisted of a communication to the committee from 
the secretary. Rev. Morris E. Ailing, of the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches, as follows: — 

To the Committee on Federation of Churches: 

Gentlemen: Allow me, on behalf of the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches, to thank The Connecticut Baptist Convention for its finan- 
cial cooperation during the past year. Also, for the help received from 
churches and individuals during this time. 

We are pleased to have as our president, elected last November, 
Rev. David P. Gaines, with whose gifts in council you are quite familiar. 

Our work for the year falls under the following heads: (1) Social 
Service. We have been fortunate in having as our chairman. Professor 
Jerome Davis of Yale. Professor Davis’s communications to the minis- 
ters of the state have been — a statement to be presented by local clergy 
to the Ordinance Commission of the Common Council of the City of New 
Britain, at a public hearing on the question of granting the petition of 
the motion picture interests of this city the privilege of showing motion 
pictures on Sunday afternoons, and a statement of “Some of the Things 
Connecticut Churches Are Doing and Can Do in Social Service”. He is 
now ready to send out a list of speakers on important social topics. I 
hope your ministers will call on him for this service. Last spring we

cooperated with the State Conference of Social Workers, taking a din- 
ner sectional meeting, which was addressed by Dr. North M. Tippy of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America. 

(2) Internationa! Relations, chairman. Rev. Roscoe Nelson of 
Windsor. This committee has met several times, has assisted in arous- 
ing public sentiment in favor of the outlawing of war as a method of 
settling disputes among nations, sending out communications to the 
pastors in the state regarding the observance of the Tenth Anniversary 
of the Armistice. 

(3) Law Enforcement, chairman, Hon. Horace W. Taft, Water- 
town. Under Mr. Taft’s leadership a message was sent out to the 
ministers of the state, urging the distribution of literature and the 
holding of public meetings in behalf of Law Enforcement. 

(4) Comity. No action projects beyond the completion of the 
program at Storrs has been undertaken. Baptists who have' attended 
the young people’s conference at Storrs are familiar with the physical 
aspects of this gift to the youth of the state. We have for the fourth 
year given courses in religion to the students of the Connecticut Agri- 
cultural College. These courses are on a high plane and judged by the 
response of the students themselves the work deserves to be continued. 
These plans are under the direction of a committee of the Federation of 
which Mr. Campbell is a member. 

(5) Outside Relationships. Your secretary serves as a member 
of the Commission of Education of the Federal Council. He attended 
the National Conference on Comity held last January in Cleveland and 
the annual conference of Federation Workers held this year in Buffalo. 

(6) Office. Our office is open each business day at 43 Farming- 
ton Avenue, Hartford. Miss Muir, our capable assistant, is always 
available to assist the ministers and the churches in any service within 
the field of interdenominational relations. We have always felt that 
we deserve some consideraion for the things we do not do, as we have 
many approaches from organizations and individuals who want some- 
thing put over on the churches.”

Report of Committee on Resolutions 

1. Resolved: That we express our hearty appreciation to the 
Stamford Baptist Church and the other churches of Stamford for their 
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very kind and efficient service in meeting most generously the needs 
of the Convention. We also wish to record our great gratitude for the 
gracious hospitality which we have been privileged to enjoy in the 
homes of Stamford and vicinity. 

2. Resolved: That we record our grateful appreciation of the in- 
spiring program. The sessions of the Convention will long be remem- 
bered for the stirring messages, for the presentation of conditions 
which challenge unusual consecration, for the presence and inspiration 
of leaders in Baptist life from without the state, — Arthur M. Harris, 
president of The Northern Baptist Convention, Frank W. Padelford, 
executive secretary of the Board of Education of the N. B. C., Rev. 
Thomas Moody of Africa, Miss Grace Daland, Miss Janet McKay and 
Harry N. Holmes of New York, Miss Memo Brockway of Philadelphia, 
and Charles N. Arbuckle of Newton Centre, Mass., whose devotional 
messages were spiritually refreshing. 

3. Resolved: That, in view of the great need of planting and 
strengthening Baptist churches in suburban areas, we heartily endorse 
the cooperative plan of our American Baptist Home Mission Society 
and our Convention in establishing a revolving fund of not less than 
$150,000. in Connecticut for this purpose.

to meet the religious needs of our childhood and youth through the 
use of the best materials available. 

5. Resolved: That we reaffirm our loyalty to the Constitution of 
our country, that we declare our purpose to stand for the Eighteenth 
Amendment and for all lawful measures for its enforcement, and that 
we lend our support to all societies that stand for the cause of pro- 
hibition and that enlighten the people with the great facts of the bene- 
ficial results where the law is observed. 

6. Resolved: That we place renewed emphasis upon the import- 
ance of our work among the New Americans. 

7. Resolved: That we commend to the churches most earnestly 
the standard promotion program of The Northern Baptist Convention, — 
January a month of information, February a month of quota accept- 
ance, March a month of every member enlistment in our great denom- 
inational enterprises, — and that we make payment of one-twelfth of our 
yearly quota on the first of every month, and that each church settle 
upon a fair and consistent quota, try earnestly to raise the quota, and 
to render a faithful stewardship unto the Lord. 

8. Resolved: That, in view of the fact that our nation is facing 
a great crisis, and that moral issues of tremendous magnitude challenge 
our action on November 6th, we earnestly urge all voters to go to the 
polls on that day and attend to their sacred duty as citizens in the sight 
of God. 
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9. Resolved: That we enter most heartily upon the campaign 
of visitation evangelism as presented by the Committee on Evangelism 
and as conducted by Raymond W. Cooper, and that we endeavor to 
meet this golden opportunity with our utmost consecration.

Obituary Report 
John Cyrus Duncanson 

John C. Duncanson died Sept. 5, 1927, at East Brookfield, Mass., 
where he had his last pastorate and continued to reside in the subse- 
quent years. He was born at Horton, Nova Scotia, more than eighty 
years ago, spent a year at Colgate Academy, graduated at the college 
in 1879 and at the theological seminary in 1882. He was ordained at 
Jordan ville, N. Y., where he was pastor two years. Later pastorates 
were at Canastota, N. Y., Wakefield, R. I., Plainville, Conn., and Spen- 
cer Mass. His Connecticut pastorate began over thirty years ago and 
continued for some years. 

George Carlyle Sauer 

George C. Sauer died at Preston, Dec. 6, 1927. He was born at 
Shelbourne Falls, Mass., March 8, 1866. From his conversion he be- 
came active in practical service for Christ and did Y. M. C. A. work 
with marked efficiency at Natick, Greenfield, Cambridge and Lawrence. 
His first pastorate was at White Hills, Conn., Sept. 1895-March, 1898 
and he was ordained there Jan. 7, 1896. He was at the Third church, 
Norwich, from March 1898 to Oct. 1903, and Calvary church, Torring- 
ton, Oct. 1903 to Oct. 1905. He was at Bridgeport from Oct. 1905 to 
Oct. 1909, first as assistant to Rev. G. W. Nicholson of the First church 
and later as pastor of the Memorial church. After important work as 
the first pastor of latter church, he had four pastorates in Maine: 
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First church, Bangor, Oct. 1909 to Oct. 1916, during which time the 
fine edifice of stone was buiit and the church prospered in aii depart- 
ments; First church, Dexter, Oct. 1916 to Jan. 1920, where he had re- 
markable success in winning the boys and young men; First church, 
Belfast, Jan. 1920 to Oct. 1925, where he had similar success and Nor- 
ridgewood, from 1925 to Sept. 1927. In 1903 he married Barbara Grant 
MacDonald of Norwich and began a married life of original beauty and 
devotion. He rendered remarkable service in Maine on the obituary 
committee, showing rare and fine appreciation of his brethren. ' He was 
a wise leader and a Christian of the finest type. His character and 
manner made him a popular pastor. 

Abram Herbert Manse 

Abram H. Manse died Dec. 26, 1927, at Fairview, Southern Pines, 
North Carolina, to which he removed in 1904. He was ordained in 
1887, the year he graduated at Colgate Seminary, and graduated three 
years earlier at the college. He was pastor in Connecticut at Colches- 
ter, Stepney and Northville. He was pastor at Saugarties, N. Y. and in 
Massachusetts at Belchertown and North Edgremont. He graduated 
at Peddle Institute, New Jersey, in 1880. He was a noted entomologist 
and after 1905 devoted the most of his time to this work. The one hun- 
dred and eleven large volumes on New Spies of Beetles, sent forth from 
the national capital, names him as the collector of thirty-four species, 
of which three bear his name: Celia, Hester and Hyperaspis Mansii. 
His first visit away from Southern Pines in over twenty years was to 
Washington, D. C., as an invited and honored guest of the National 
Museum, where he was able to give to distinguished naturalists infor- 
mation concerning several orders of insects in which they themselves 
were specialists. The first number of “Salumagundi” which originated 
with the Colgate class of 1884, bears Mr. Manse’s name and picture as 
the artist. He was loved by young and old and did his life work faith- 
fully and well. 

Lucian Drury 

Lucian Drury died suddenly June 6, 1928, at his home in North 
Stonington, where he was pastor emeritus of the Third church from 
January, 1910. He was born in Wendell, Mass., Sept. 3, 1841, and grad- 
uated in 1862 at the Connecticut Literary Institution, Suffield, of which 
he was the oldest living graduate. He graduated at Brown University 
in 1866 and at Newton Theological Institution in 1869. He was ordain- 
ed June 2, 1870, at Winchendon, Mass., where he was pastor two years. 
His other pastorates were at Swampscott, June 1872-April 1876, Dan- 
versport. May 1876-May 1883, Apopeka, Florida, June 1884-Sept. 1891, 
Bellingham, Mass., Oct. 1892-Oct. 1898, North Swansea Oct. 1898-April 
1904, North Stonington, Conn., May 1904-June 1909. From 1891 to 1892 
he was instructor in Greek and Theology at Bishop College, Marshall, 
Texas. He married in Swampscott, Sept. 29, 1874, Phoebe M. Williams, 
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who died in 1904 at Swansea. He married Nov. 16, 1907, Alison E. 
Coates of North Stonington, who survives him, as do two sons, Lucian 
Lorimer Drury of Mount Hermon Schools, Mass., Brown 1902, and Har- 
old Williams Drury of Wellesley, Brown 1904. He left also six grand- 
children. He was a man of fine mind and high attainment, genial per- 
sonality, and was a faithful worker, well liked by ministers and laymen 
and always greeted his friends with a smile. 

John Henry Mason 

John H. Mason died June 24, 1828, at his home in Brookline, Mass., 
where he spent the last two years. He was born at West Swanzy, New 
Hampshire, May 29, 1850, son of Rev. David Green and Roxana (Little) 
Mason, was educated at New London Academy and graduated at Brown 
University in 1872 and Rochester Theological Seminary in 1877. Be- 
fore studying at Rochester he was connected with the New York Tri- 
bune. He married. May 29, 1877, Caroline Atwater, the gifted writer, 
who survives him, as do also one of his three daughters, Mrs. Henry W. 
Taylor of New York, and two grandchildren. He belonged to the Alpha 
Delta Phi fraternity at Brown. He was pastor of the First church. New 
Haven, Conn., 1889-96 and prominent in the state. His other pastorates 
were in New York State, Sennett 1877-81, Brockport 1881-9, and the 
First church, Batavia, 1898-1904. From 1903 to 1913, he was professor 
of the English Bible at Rochester and from 1914 to 1919 he was lectur- 
er at Gordon Bible College. He received the degree of D. D. from 
Rochester in 1903 and Brown in 1904. Before moving to Brookline, he 
resided several years at Beverly. He stood for the integrity and in- 
spiration of the Bible, served as president of the Boston Browning 
Society and for thirty years belonged to the Prohibition Party. One 
daughter died in early life at New Haven and another, Ruth Mason 
Rice, mother of his grandchildren, died in Sept. 1927. He was buried 
in Providence. 

Frank D. Luddington 

Prank D. Luddington, one of our obituary committee, died sudden- 
ly, July 16, 1928, aged 77. He was pastor at Northville church. New 
Milford, 1893-6 and again from 1921 until his death. Other pastorates 
were at Cheshire, Waterford Second church. North Stonington First 
church and Shelton. He was a good preacher, clear, brave and out- 
spoken defender of the faith, and a relentless opponent of the wrong. 

S. D. Woods 

S. D. Woods died at Orange City, Florida, Feb. 9, 1928, and the fun- 
eral was held at the home of his sister-in-law, Mrs. H. S. Schofield, 
Rowayton, Conn. He was born in Wisconsin, Nov. 2, 1863 He married 
Miss Hattie Schofield of Rowayton. His first pastorate was at North- 
ville, New Milford. He became pastor at Cheshire in 1913 and was in- 
strumental in building the new parsonage. Because of poor health he

took up residence in the soutk. He became pastor at St. Helen, Flori- 
da, was a good pastor, a willing worker and very much beloved by bis 
parishioners.

Secretary Gates submitted the Report of the Treasurer and Auditor. 

Voted: That the report of the Treasurer be adopted and printed 
in full in the Annual. See pages 
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The Report of the Board of Managers was taken from the table and 
on motion it was adopted. 

Secretary Sloat spoke of the state paper “The Connecticut Bap- 
tist” and urged that it should be placed in every family. 

The Report of the Department of Religious Education was taken 
from the table and adopted. 

The offerings of Tuesday afternoon and evening sessions were an- 
nounced as $39.20 and $44.24 respectively, — a total of $83.44. 

The following report of the finance committee was submitted and 
adopted; 

This Committee, as well as The Conn. Baptist Convention sustain- 
ed a severe loss in the death of Mr. H. H. Dickinson. It was he who 
did most of the work and carried the burden. His was the leadership 
and his associates on this Committee simply want to pay this tribute 
to his memory. 

The details of the report of your Finance Committee are all em- 
bodied in the report of your Treasurer — namely The Hartford Bank & 
Trust Co. and also that of Secretary Gates who between them do all 
the detailed work of your former Treasurer. All investments belong- 
ing to the Convention are the subject of consultation between the Bank 
and this Committee and it will always be our endeavor to invest all 
funds conservatively and safely.

Report of The State Young People’s Council 

The Young People’s Council of The Connecticut Baptist Convention 
consists of twelve young people appointed by the Convention. These 
young people work under the State Director of Religious Education. 
Several pastors and local church directors sit in as advisors. The 
Council meets twice during the year to plan definite work for, and 
make contacts with the Young People of the local churches. The Coun- 
cil is organized with a chairman, a secretary and four committees. The 
committees aim to stimulate activities among the young people along 
the following lines: Devotions, Stewardship, Fellowship and Service. 

Other functions of the Young People’s Council, more general in 
character, is that of assisting the State Director in setting up the an- 
nual Young people’s banquet in connection with the State Anniversar- 
ies, promoting summer conferences and district rallies. 

The past year rallies were held in five centers in one week in April, 
headed up by the Council’s representatives in these centers. A fellow- 
ship supper was held in connection with each rally. The main attrac- 
tion at each rally was Dr. Samuel G. Neil, secretary of the Bible and 
Field Department of the American Baptist Publication Society. His 
stirring messages will not soon be forgotten by the young people of the 
state. 

We are greatly indebted to Mr. Campbell, for his wise and helpful 
leadership during the past year. The fine cooperation of the young peo- 
ple throughout the state has been greatly appreciated by your Council.

ANNUAL REPORT OF WOMAN’S HOME AND FOR- 
EIGN MISSION WORK IN CONNECTICUT 

There has been a fine spirit of cooperation on the part of our wom- 
en during the past year. We have made decided gains which would 
appear to better advantage could we deal in percentages. We have 
urged accuracy, our catch word being, “Statistics are valueless unless 
accurate”. On the whole more care has been taken but we still urge 
accuracy. 

The real test of woman’s work is measured by the Standard of Ex- 
cellence. One of our goals was “Every society an honor society”. The 
result was very gratifying for we nearly doubled our honor societies,

Brown, for many years the very capable secretary-director of New y 

Haven Association, resigned and Mrs. James A. Clarke of Wallingford 
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has tak&n her place. Miss Alif Stevens of Norwich is our new College 
Councilor and Miss Ellen P. Hubbell of Bristol is the new secretary of 
Christian Americanization. A new state officer has been added this 
year. Mrs. B. R. Gardner of Jewett City is secretary of the Reading 
Contest. 

The Christmas Offering for which the women are wholly respons- 
ible showed a slight gain over last year. The observance of the Day 
of Prayer has increased. Information concerning the Judson Fund has 
been disseminated. Speaking itineraries have been planned for mission- 
aries on furlough. 

White Cross work continues to appeal to our women. Overland, 11 
missionaries and schools have been remembered, 54 churches having 
participated in the work. Total value of supplies amounted to $2,- 
719.42. Hartford Association in value stood first with New Haven As- 
sociation a close second. Ashford Association with the exception of 2 
articles, met its full quota. As a result of special gifts an outfit was 
provided for Miss Cotey and silver and rugs given the Chicago Train- 
ing School. Overseas supplies went to Africa, India, Philippines, 
Burma, East and West 'China and Japan. Seven hospitals were sup- 
plied with 9,420 articles. 54 churches participated. 3 Christmas boxes 
were sent. 

For a period of two months Miss Clara J. Merritt, Christian Amer- 
icanization Missionary for New England, worked in the State. Her 
visit resulted in a renewal of interest in this important work, 13 cities 
were visited and in 6 of these places definite Christian Americanization 
work is being carried on. 

The Connecticut House Party has passed the experimental stage. 
As an outgrowth of the party given the State officers and Associational 
Secretaries and Directors by our State President, Miss Mary L. Howard 
in Sept. 1927, a much larger party and more extensive program was 
held at the Colonial Inn, Woodmont, Conn, in September of this year. 
All State officers, Associational officers and church mission society 
presidents were invited. The total enrollment was 53. All phases of 
our work were presented, inspiration and instruction received from 
guests outside the State, Devotional periods uplifted, recreational per- 
iods relaxed, friendships were formed and renewed, a splndid Christian 
fellowship prevailed. The annual House Party will be looked forward 
to as one of the most practical, helpful and enjoyable events of the 
year. 

Under the able leadership of our president. Miss Howard, the State 
Society is on the Honor Roll of States. The faithful and efficient work 
of our Association Secretaries and Directors has placed all of our six 
associations on the Honor Roll of Associations. Through the persist- 
ent effort of our presidents, 41 of our local Woman’s Mission Societies 
have qualified for the Honor Roll in the Standard of Excellence for 
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Churches. We rejoice and give thanks for the loyal women through- 
out the State who are striving to “put first things, first.”

REPORT OF MISSIONARY EDUCATION SECRETARY 
MRS. GEORGE A. ASHBEY 1927-1928 

Presented by Mrs. B. R. Gaudner, Jewett City. 

A stirring and awakening in Missionary Education is surely being 
demonstrated in our churches in Connecticut. Alexader Duff, that 
great apostle to missions, said, “We are playing at missions” I believe 
he could not say that now. But there is still a sad lack of knowledge 
and appreciation of the task of missions and people have not given 
sacrificially to support it because they have not been vitally interested. 
The effect of neglect of missionary education is seen in impersonal and 
casual giving, for people will not support generously the cause of which 
they are ignorant. 

One of the objectives of the Department of Missionary Education 
has been a more sympathetic and intelligent denominational acquaint- 
ance with past and present missionary achievement, and the realization 
of all age groups, of the essentially missionary character of Christian- 
ity. There have been many study classes and several Schools of Mis- 
sions in the Churches during the past year. Already this fall several 
Churches have started a school of missions and the smaller churches, 
study classes. 

We are glad to report the forming of men’s mission study classes 
and better yet the men are joining the Schools of Missions. 

The School of Missions is by all means the best method for the 
larger churches. By this method the men, women and young people 
are studying, talking and thinking missions at the same time. The mis- 
sionary spirit of the church rises to a high mark. 

Following the School of Missions the giving to missions increases 
just naturally. 

We have many goals in our Missionary Education Work. One is 
that every church should have a Missionary Committee to promote def- 
inite programs for Missionary Education. 

Another goal is to have a period of missionary instruction in every 
Sunday School at least once a month. One church is appointing a 
missionary teacher in the Sunday School. This person shall do nothing 
but teach missionary lessons. 

Another goal might be the holding of a School of Missions with at 
least eight classes in the Sunday School for a period of six weeks. 
Splendid material has been prepared for use in the Sunday Schools. 
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This may be obtained by writing directly to Miss May Huston, 276 
Fifth Avenue, or you may obtain it by writing to our associational or 
State Secretary. 

The questionaires on Missionary Education have been sent out to 
the churches this fall in order that they may study the questions and 
plan their classes and missionary work more in accordance with the 
general plan. A word in regard to the certificates. 

When the six year certificate was planned it was reasoned that 
when a church had put on a program for six years, it would so have the 
habit that it would not need any further incentive. But it was discov- 
ered that when the sixth seal had been awarded there was a demand 
for further recognition. So a church may now win ten seals, the last 
five being gold. One word in regard to the Study Books. Such won- 
derful Books! 

Programs have been prepared on “What next in Home Missions 
and on Friends of Africa”. Manuals for teaching the various study 
books are available. Dr. Lerrigo’s book on the Denominational program 
includes enough questions at the end of each chapter to keep discus- 
sion groups busy. The magazine “Missions” is indispensable as an aid 
in Missionary Study. Another goal — A copy in every family. 

No missionary class on gathering is complete without prayer. Our 
missionaries beseech us to pray for them. Our missionary societies 
ought to be band of intercessors. Some can go, most can give, many 
can study, some can teach: all can pray. Your committee is looking 
forward to great things in Missionary Education in Connecticut for the 
coming year. Let us make Connecticut the leading and banner state 
in Missionary Education.

The past few years have seen many changes in our World Wide 
Guild ranks, as many of our older members have gone into the Wom- 
en’s' society or have formed Leagues for missionary work. This means 
that our membership is now largely junior, a fact that gives us great 
joy, as we feel that the older girls have shown the right spirit in inter- 
esting the younger sisters to follow the missionary tradition so faithfully 
kept up by our women.

A very fine record for White Cross work was made. Miss Avis 
Barteaux of Stamford serving as our State White Cross Sec. As she 
has been obliged to give up the work, her place has been filled by Miss 
J. Laura Woodhall of Stamford, with the assistance of Miss Vontobel 
who has also helped in former years. 

Our Guild quota for the Guild Fund ran a small amount short 
for the first time. Failure of two chapters to fill pledges caused this 
shortage. We are hoping to make up for this next year. It must be 
remembered that the girls of High School age, haven’t as much money 
or time as some of our salaried business girls. 

Our regular Association rallies have been held as usual, and the 
Inter-State (Westerly, Rhode Island and southeastern Conn.) is still 
going strong with two meetings each year. Westerly entertained in 
the Spring and the Fall Rally is to be held at Mystic. 

Our Guild House-party was held for the eighth time this year at 
Colonial Inn, West Haven. The Woman’s Board had their first House 
party just a few days before we arrived, so they know now what a fine 
idea this getting together is. 

We were fortunate in having as our guests and speakers, our Na- 
tional Guild Secretary Miss Alma J. Noble, Rev. Margaret Holley, Field 
Representative of the N. B. C. and Miss Elsie Happen of the same 
Board. Our girls received many fine ideas and much inspiration from 
these speakers. Miss Mary L. Howard remained from the Woman’s 
Conference and opened our first session with greetings from the Wom- 
en and a fine inspirational talk. Miss Ruth Freas, C. W. C. Sec. for 
New Jersey told us of the work with the children. 

Our favorite song leader Mrs. E. E. Gates was with us again and 
added much to our joy. 

At our Saturday morning session a “Hodge Podge” open forum was 
held and the following new plans adopted. A secretary was appointed 
to take charge of the Guild Fund. Miss Ada Bennett of Bridgeport and 
also a literature secretary to stimulate interest in Reading Contest, 
“Theme” contest, etc. Miss Mary Kechkemeti of Bridgeport. A special 
White Cross Secretary has proved such a success that we feel it worth 
while to try out the same plan for these two important departments of 
Guild work. Then for more publicly it was deceided to have a state 
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“Guild” paper. While the Connecticut Baptist has been most generous 
in giving us space in its publication, there are many interesting Guild 
items that ought to go out to our chapters. This little paper will be 
published at first every two months. Miss Virginia Boyd of Hartford 
is to he Editor-in-chief and Miss Jennie Long of Montauk Ave. Church 
New London make up editor (The paper is to be hectographed at first), 
can only say that she is proud to have girls who are capable of getting 
The first number appeared early in November, and the State Secretary 
out such an interesting and good looking number. The letter usually 
sent out by the state secretary will appear in this paper. Associate ed- 
itors from each association will collect news and send to the chief 
editor. 

For our Guild Fund this year we are building a wall each brick rep- 
resenting $10. When this is built with 200 bricks our fund of $2000 
will be pledged. At the house party $1100 was raised and we hope to 
raise the rest on December 2nd Guild Vesper Sunday. The idea used 
at National headquarters will be to use the rainbow for banquets, a 
special Pageant and in any way that will make a novel and interesting 
method for receiving pledges. Our use of this will be to place it in 
the sky over the wall we are building. The money from the Guild and 
Crusaders Funds will be used to carry on the entire missionary work of 
our denomination for a week. The Saturday evening banquet at the 
house-party was conducted by the three Bridgeport First Baptist chap- 
ters, and was splendidly done, the program “Cruising the Seven Seas” 
and nautical decorations proving most interesting. 

The silver candlestick was won for the' second time by the Meri- 
den Main St. Chapter having won most points on the “State Standard”. 

The idea used for the last two years in our state for Guild infor- 
mation has been adopted by National headquarters and we now have 
“Guild Goals” for use in our work. The new “Standards” have just 
been distributed, so that we are ready for a fine year’s work. The fact 
that we have formed five new chapters since the state house-party 
would seem to prove that it is a worth while venture. Our aim is still 
to have a chapter in every church. May we count on your help as 
counsellors and sponsors?

CHARTER 
Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb Moore, 
Joseph B. Gilbert, John Belles, . Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha Cushman, 
Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont Brockett, David 
Belles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, David Turner, Jere- 
miah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., Orra Martin, Asa Tal- 
madge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, Elijah Filley and their as- 
sociates, be, and they are hereby formed into, constituted, and made a 
body politic and corporate by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Ed- 
ucation Society”, and by that name; they and their successors shall and 
may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of suing and being 
sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all suits of whatever nature so- 
ever, may have a common seal and the same alter or change at plesure. 
And may also have, purchase, receive, hold and convey away estate, real, 
personal or mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed three 
thousand dollars. 
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Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional memhers; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 18'21. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz: Every church and auxiliary so- 
ciety contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this (Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to the 
benefits of the iSociety, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, draw 
all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, conduct the 
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correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the annual report 
of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treasurer shall have 
Charge of the current funds of the iSociety, and pay them out only to 
the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold all bonds, notes, 
deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to the Society, giving 
ample security for these trusts. His accounts shall always be open to 
the Inspection of the Executive Committee and Auditor, and he shall 
make a detailed report of the same quarterly to said Committee, and 
annually to the Society. The Auditor shall examine annually, or often- 
er, the accoimts and securities of the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the iSociety for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. Special 
meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the request 
of five members of the Executive Committee. The business of the So- 
ciety may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of the 
members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its commenda- 
tion of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must satisfy the 
Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in 
the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to the patron- 
age of the Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the 
Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be sub- 
ject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily fail- 
ing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being dropped from 
the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, he 
has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present, written notice of the proposed change having been 
given and recorded one year previous to its adoption.

The meeting was called to order by President B. N. Timbie, and 
after prayer the following business was transacted. 

Voted to approve aid to thirteen students all of whom were aided 
in 1927-8. 

Voted to grant aid to the following new applicants: Dana A. Lane, 
Colchester; Edward A. Bullock, Hartford; Beatrice B. Stoetzner, Hart- 
ford; Catherine Kinne, Hartford; and Voted to consider further the 
following applications: Paul Parisi, Waterbury; Joshua Clark, Hart- 
ford. Since this session two new applications have been received, mak- 
ing a possible total of 21 aided students. Voted to return |500 of this 
yeai^’s balance to our permanent funds.

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST EDUCATION SOCIETY 


During the year 1927-28 the Connecticut Baptist Education Society 
has performed a real service to our young men and women who are 
preparing for Christian service. A total of eighteen students received 
during the past year $125 each. Five of these completed their course 
and are now engaged in the ministry. Thirteen have already re-en- 
tered and applied to us for continued aid. Beside these there are six 
new applications on file, making a total of possible recepients for the 
coming year nineteen (19) or the largest in many years. 

One of the happy features during the past year was the sign of 
increased interest among our supporters. This annual collection and 
the amount pledged during 1927-28 showed a substantial increase. If 
the Society is to continue to minister in an effective way to these wor- 
thy students for the Christian ministry we will need the continued sup- 
port of our friends. And this is the only occasion in an entire year 
when we come to you with this plea. 

The majority of our students are college graduates, or at present 
in college; others have just entered our Baptist seminaries and need 
our aid. Altogether the year has been one of constant and faithful 
helpfulness to these eighteen students though carried on in an un- 
ostentatious way. It has been privilege of the secretary to encourage 
and to advise these young men and women through frequent inter- 
views or through correspondence. Our treasurer, M. Chapel S. Car- 
ter of Ansonia has faithfully fulfilled his duties. 

The value of this work is known to every pastor and every person 
who was compelled to earn their way through school. These Connec- 
ticut boys and girls are in our trust and our business is to see to it 
that the Connecticut Baptist Education can keep faith with the rising 
generaticn of Christian leaders.

REPORT OF THE PROMOTION COMMITTEE 

In presenting the annual report of the Promotion Committee to the 
Association this year your committee take a reasonable pride in re- 
porting 13 of the 26 churches of the Association upon the honor roll of 
the State and Northern Baptist Convention, for having successfully 
completed their full quotas for the year, having paid in their appor- 
tionment in full by April 30, 1928. 

By May 1, 1927, 12 churches had accepted their missionary quotas. 
By June 1, this year only 11 of the churches had accepted definite 
quotas ( so we are a little behind in acceptances and probably more 
than a little behind at this time with our payments on our pledges. 
With almost half our missionary year gone we shall need to make ev- 
ery effort during the period still before us to make as good a showing 
as we did last year.

The Treasurer recommended that $250.00 of the regular fund be 
transferred to the Widows’ and Ministers’ Fund. 

Discussion of this report followed and the report with the recom- 
mendation was accepted and approved. 

Report of the Trustees— The trustees voted the payment of $35.00 
from our general fund to the state office in Hartford to help defray 
expense for printing the minutes last year, and recommended that the 
Association send at least $50.00 to Hartford to cover this object this 
year. 

Rev. H. B. Camp made a plea for more Associational consciousness 
and a greater use of the reports of the standing committees so splen- 
didly given at this session. Mr. Camp also suggested the appointment 
of a Fellowship Committee. 

This committee was appointed by the Moderator at a later date, 
and is made up of the following members this year; Rev. Harold Camp 
of New Haven, Chairman; Rev. D. P. Gaines, of Waterbury; Rev. B. n! 
Timbie, of Meriden; Rev. D. F. Requa, of Southington; Mr. C. H. Bid- 
well, of New Haven; Mr. Arthur L. Purringto'n, of Waterbury; Rev. 
Geo. H. Gardner, of Plantsville. 

Rev. H. B. Sloat of Hartford spoke of the work of the Denomin- 
ational program under the following heads: 

1. The change of program and aims. 

2. The change of methods. 

3. The advances we have made especially with men. 
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4. The need for us to face and act on the challenge that the Ser- 
vice Clubs give to the church, and the need to support the Laymen’s 
Movement. 

Rev. O. P. Campbell, state director of religious education, made an 
appeal for a new consciousness to meet the needs of the youth and to 
hold more of the interests of our young people in our religious work. 
Mr. Campbell brought out the fact that by studying pedagogy and 
psychology we found principles that would give us a form to pattern 
after in meeting the religious needs of the youth of today. 

Mr. Campbell further emphasized the use of the best methods in 
teaching truth to the child, emphasizing the importance of religion in 
the home, the church to be a cooperator with the home. Teachers 
should be rated on what they give the child to build into its character. 

Annual Sermon — Rev. J. W. Brush of New Haven, preacher. Text 
found in II Corinthians — “Perplexed, but not in despair” and from Phil- 
lipians “I pi'essed toward the mark.” 

Rev. Mr. Brush developed the thought “Perplexed but not in des- 
pair,” nevertheless, “I pressed toward the mark,” and “We shall win.” 
We are going to win, tho we have defeats and perplexities, with the 
help of our Master. The church of Christ is going to win, tho it has 
ever been troubled of the futures and disturbed in the present. The 
future is not for us to know, but we must continue winning to help 
Christ win. 

The morning session closed after the Moderator gave the Benedic- 
tion. 

Afternoon Session 

Devotional service led by Rev. W. I. Cousins, after which Rev. Mr. 
Solandt presented briefly the program of “The Lord’s Day League.” 

Report of the Nominating Committee: (See list of officers). 

Report of the Nominating Committee accepted and officers and 
trustees elected by unanimous ballot cast as instructed by the clerk. 

Report of Place and Preacher: (See page — ) 

Report of Special Committee — Rev. D. P. Gaines reported on the 
move to change the time of the annual state convention from October 
to May. Mr. Gaines stated that a letter concerning this matter was 
sent from the state office to the clerks of the individual churches, and 
urged that favorable action be given this report, and quickly returned 
to Hartford. 

Introduction of New Workers — Miss Royal, a new co-worker in the 
Italian fleld in New Haven, was introduced to the Association. 

Appointment of Committees to report at the Annual Meeting in 
1929. (as above). 

Womens’ Program 

Mrs. C. S. Carter introduced Mrs. Jarvis of New Haven, as the 
new president of the Women’s Work in the New Haven Association. 

Mrs. John Brush led the Devotional Service. 
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Mrs. Clark of Wallingford gave an interesting talk as Women’s 
Education Director on “Books and our Religious Educational Reading.” 
Mrs. Clark also reviewed briefly several of the books that would be 
most interesting to use this winter. 

Mss Ida Cheesbrough of Brooklyn, N. Y. gave a splendid talk on 
Americanization work. Miss Cheesbrough developed the theme of un- 
derstanding and sympathy on the part of the American churchman to- 
wards our fellow non-English speaking brothers and sisters. She also 
brought out the need of interpreting the spiritual values behind our 
American Institutions, and showing a true Christian Spirit ready to 
help them will go far toward over-coming much mis-understanding and 
wrong-doing. “We are the makers of a Nation in the beginning by the 
Revolution, some years later saving it in Union thru the Civil War, and 
today building with love and friendship to those about us from parts 
of all other nations in the world.” 

Mrs. Jarvis then introduced one of the general workers from the 
Northern Convention office in New York City, Miss Elsie Kappan. Miss 
Kappan developed the theme of missions, the winning of others to 
Christ regardless of territory, thus the whole task of the church should 
be missionary in its aims and objects. Miss Kappan further developed 
a comprehensive explanation of the various phases of church work 
built from the local church thru the State and National Conventions to 
the Field Service throughout the entire world. Thus the authority and 
the full responsibility for all evangelical work originates in and radi- 
ates from te local church. 

Rev. E. E. Gates of Hartford made a response to Miss Kappan’s 
outline showing how Connecticut co-operated with the various organiz- 
ations as set up, and just how we follow out the evangelistic part of the 
program for our state. 

Mr. G. T. Bockman, general secretary of the Connecticut Union 
made a plea for the present time as the duty of each one, not only as 
a churchman, but also as a citizen of the country, to get out and vote 
especially in caucuses before election, as well as in the November 
election. Law enforcement is an individual responsibility; the ballot 
is our political prayer. “If we win people for Christ, we shall solve 
all civic problems. Indifference to God and his program is the need 
of the hour.” 

A short address by Miss Sophia L. Huber, fleld secretary of the 
Baptist Institute of Philadelphia.Miss Huber spoke of the work of the 
training school, especially in training girls for full time Christian ser- 
vice work ,and made a strong appeal for the flnancial and spiritual 
support of the institute as well as an appeal for students to the same. 

Rev. B. N. Timbie led in a special prayer service basing his theme 
on the text I Kings 18:36 “The time of the evening sacriflce.” Silent 
prayer was followed by several short prayers and the afternoon ses- 
sion was closed with the Benediction. 

Collection at the afternoon session amounted to $13.97. 
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Report of the Resolutions Committee follows: 

1. “We know that we voice the sentiments of all this assembly 
when we extend to the Middletown church and its faithful pastor and 
loyal people our gratitude for their welcome and their abounding hos- 
pitality. Its spirit will brighten our memories of this important meet- 
ing. 

2. Your committee calls to your attention the following resolution 
passed by the Northern Baptist Convention in Detroit — “Resolved that 
this Convention hereby strongly recommends to its members and urges 
its constituency to support and vote for only such men for the Presi- 
dency and Vice-Presidency and other high oflBlce who will unequiv- 
ocally and openly commit themselves to an honest and effective ob- 
servance and enforcement of the prohibition laws of our country.” We 
recommend that as an Association we heartily endorse this resolution 
and urge the members of our churches to act accordingly. 

3. We note with gratitude the “good tidings” of increase of gifts 
of our people for the work of the Kingdom of God. We feel encouraged 
and hopeful. Evidently the tide has turned. We recommend to our 
churches a renewed loyalty and combined sacrifice that we may go 
forward until our giving catches up with the Kingdom needs. 

4. We heartily endorse the mid-winter rally of our Associational 
life. We need encouragement at this halfway point. We recommend 
therefore, that every effort be made to make the one this year of the 
strongest and most appealing type. We urge the summoning of the 
very best talent and our willingness to meet the expense. 

5. There is a great need in our Association of closer Christian 
fellowship among the churches and pastors. This is difficult to meet 
and solve for we are all busy. Your committee feels that a start 
should he made in this direction. 

First: We recommend that the Association he divided into units, 
five possibly, and that a service of fellowship be held either on Sunday 
or weeknight with churches that need encouragement and the warm 
hearted fellowship of other Christians. At this service, each pastor 
sould take with him a large delegation from his church. 

Second: That the Moderator be requested to name a Committee 
on Christian Fellowship composed of ministers and laymen who shall 
supervise the above plan and also provide a way to encourage any 
pastor in the Association needing a friendly hand and spirit. Our As- 
sociation lost this year one of its most useful members, who might 
have been retained if such a body of sympathetic Christian workers 
had known the situation. Such a committee could also help the chur- 
ches and the pastors to co-operate in the great work of the Ministers 
and Missionaries Board. Many of our pastors are not availing them- 
selves of this simply because their salaries do not permit.”

Mid-Year Meeting of the New Haven Association 

This was held at the First Baptist Church, Meriden; Wednesday, 
January 25, 1928. 

Morning session 10:30 o’clock. 

The annual meeting was held at said time, Mrs. C. S. Carter pre- 
siding over the women’s section. Speakers of the morning were: 
Miss Howard of Hartford, Miss Huston of New York, and Mrs. Curtiss 
offcindia. 

Afternoon session at 2:00 o’clock. 

Rev. Geo. H. Gardner presiding appointed the Findings Committee, 
which reported in the evening session. The devotions were lead by 
Rev. Bernard D. Adams. Miss Huston of New York addressed the ses- 
sion on ‘The School of Missions — a Method of Missionary Education.” 
Miss Helen Wallace of New York gave a short address on “Steward- 
ship.”- Dr. Lerrigo of New York addressed us on “A Challenging 
Situation,” giving an interesting review from the financial standpoint 
of the status-quo of the denomination. Dr. Sloat of Hartford led the 
conference. 

Evening session at 7:30. 

Rev. E. M. Conway of Wallingford led the devotional service. Fol- 
lowing is the report of the Findings Committee: 

Believing that the Spirit of Missionary generosity will be increas- 
ed by the intelligent giving of pertinent misionary information to the 
people of our churches, we recommend, where possible: — That the mis- 
sionary committee of each church formulate plans, and endeavor to 
carry the same out, to establish and carry on Schools or Classes of 
Mission Study. Information for same can be obtained thru the Com- 
mittee on Missionary Co-operation of the New Haven Baptist Associ- 
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ation: Rev. B. D. Adams of West Haven is chairman of said commit- 
tee. For specific details refer to National Headquarters in New York. 
Mr. Adams will he pleased to care for general information. 

In view of the fact that we have raised but |17,000.00 in the New 
Haven Association this current year for Benevolent work; where our 
budget to date shows we should have raised $31,000.00. Your Commit- 
tee suggests that it becomes imperative that each church of the Asso- 
ciation give immediate attention to the task of raising all money due 
and not paid, on its quota^ and forward all possible money paid in and 
not as yet sent to Hartford at once. 

Believing that our per-capita offerings for Missions are too small 
as a rule, and that they are also out of proportion to our Current Ex- 
pense budgets; we recommend that each local church adopt quotas, 
this doming year in excess of what they are now doing for missions. 

We further recommend the payment of the Missionary quotas by 
each church, at the rate of one twelfth the total amount pledged each 
month. 

We further believe that the adoption of the principles of steward- 
ship, so beautifully outlined to us by Miss Wallace this afternoon, will 
go a long way to solve our present problems.

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MINUTES OF THE ONE HUNDRED FIFTY SIXTH ANNUAL MEET- 
ING HELD WITH THE PRESTON CITY BAPTIST CHURCH, 
PRESTON CITY, CONN., JUNE 6 AND 7, 1928. 

Wednesday Morning 

In the absence of the Moderator, Rev. George R. Atha called the 
meeting to order at 9:20 A. M. After devotional service the letter of 
the entertaining church with its welcome was read by its pastor, 
Rev. J. A. Smith. Moderator assumed the chair and gave the response 
of the Association. The letters of the churches were then read by the 
Clerk, assisted by Mrs. J. N. Thomson of Stonington.
